NEW YORK, April 29 (AP)— 
The United Nations Security 
Council, with Russia abstaining, 
today adopted a compromise reso- 
lution setting up a subcommittee 
of five members to investigate 
charges against the Franco Gov- 


ernment of Spain. Ten affirma- 
tive votes were cast. 

Soviet delegate Andrei A. Gro- 
myko kept his hand down when 
the vote was taken on the reso- 
lution, which would require the 
subcommittee to report by May 
$1. , 
Hafez Afifi Pasha, chair- 
man and Egyptian delegate, 
named Australia, Brazil, China, 
France and Poland as members 
of the subcommittee. Dr. Oscar 
Lange, the Polish delegate, sug- 
gested Paul Hasluck, the new 
Australian delegate, as chairman 
and that was approved. 

The Council then adjourned 
with the date of the next meet- 
ing to be announced by the 
chairman. 

Mrs. Roosevelt Gets Post. 

For another U.N. development, 
Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt, wife of 
the late President of the United 


States, was elected president of} 


the Economic and Social Council’s 
Commission on Human Rights. 
She was nominated by Dr. C. L. 
Hsia of China at the commission's 
first meeting at Hunter College. 

At the Security Council session 
on Spain, both Gromyko and the 
United States delegate, Edward R. 
Stettinius Jr., indicated they were 
reserving the opiniorf of their del- 
egations on whether the resolution 
was a substantive matter or one 
of procedure. The Netherlands 
delegate, Dr. Eelco Van Kleffens, 
also reserved the right to talk 
* later on the matter of procedure, 
indicating a fight on the veto 
question at an indefinite date. 

Shortly after the Council met, 
Gromyko announced he would ab- 
stain from voting. He said he still 
was opposed to the inquiry resolu- 
tion.

LEWIS AND COAL OPERATORS 
RESUME STRIKE CONFERENCE 


Suspended Negotiations Begin Again With 
Two Special United States Me- 
diators Sitting In. 


WASHINGTON, April 29 (AP) 
— Negotiations between John L. 
Lewis and _  soft-coal operators, 
broken off April 10, were resumed 
here this afternoon under super- 
vision of the Department of La- 


bor. 
Two special mediators of Secre- 


tary of Labor Schwellenbach, 
Edward F. McGrady and Paul W. 
Fuller, sat in on the resumption 
of negotiations. The resumption 
of joint conferences followed a 90- 
minute conference this morning 
in which Schwellenbach and Lewis 
and Lewis’s United Mine Worker 
negotiating committee took part. 
Neither Lewis nor the operators 
would comment on the prospect 
of ending the 29-day-old stoppage. 
Government activities indicated 
a growing concern that the 
miner's work stoppage was an in- 
creasing threat to reconversion. 
Schwellenbach met with the op- 
erators’ negotiating committee 


yesterday. A representative said 
the producers had stood pat on 
their refusal to commit themselves 
in advance to a union-adminis- 
tered health and welfare fund, 
a point on which the negotiations 
foundered April 10. Lewis has 
declined to discuss wages until the 
point is settled. 

McGrady, former Assistant Sec- 
retary of Labor and now a vice 
president of the Radio Corpora- 
tion of America, sat in as a special 
mediator with Lewis for the first 
time this morning. Fuller had 
been in mediation efforts pre- 
viously. 

Lewis had nothing to say to re- 
porters as he entered Schwellen- 
bach’s office today. He posed 
with McGrady for pictures but 
good-humoredly declined to stand 
too close to the conciliator,

Many Arrive at Union Station 
an Hour Early, Some an 
Hour Late. 


The change to daylight saving 
time was accompanied yesterday 
by confusion among traveling St. 
Louisans who beseiged and be- 
rated officials at Union Station 
and Union Bus Terminal. Airlines 


reported their passengers had 
little difficulty. 

Clerks at the Union Station in- 
formation booth said that most 
persons arrived an hour early for 
trains, which continue to run on 
standard time, and made up the 
hour’s sleep lost early yesterday 
morning on station benches. A 
few travelers missed their trains 
when they turned their clocks or 
watches back instead of forward 
one hour. 

Clocks publicly displayed which 
remained set on standard time all 
day yesterday added to the be- 
wilderment of some St. Louisans. 
The number of calls made to the 
First National Bank’s audichron, 
a machine which automatically 
gives the time to persons tele- 
phoning it, rose sharply. With a 
normal daily average of about 47,- 
000, 80,117 persons called the ma- 
chine between 9 a.m. yesterday 
and 9 a.m. today.

FUND BILL GIVEN 
10 ALDERMEN 


Exceeds Estimated Rev- 
enue by $1,235,943— 
No Indication of New 
Tax Measure. 


The annual appropriation bill, 
providing $29,729,610 for municipal 
purposes for the fiscal year 1946- 
47, this sum being in excess of 
revenue estimates for the year by 
$1,235,943, was introduced into the 
Board of Aldermen today. The 
board’s session, beginning shortly 
af.er noon, wag the first of daily 
sessions which, under Charter re- 
quirement, must be held until the 
measure is passed, The appro- 
priation bill will have its second 
reading tomorrow and will then 
be refered to the Ways and 
Means Committee. 

So far as could be learned be- 
fore the board convened, no mem- 
ber has a bill ready for introduc- 
tion which would provide new 
sources of revenue, to avert the 
prospective deficit. or to provide 
for new municipal services and 
requirements. 

Mayor Seeks Income Tax, 
Mayor Aloys P, Kaufmann, in 
his address to the Aldermen at 
their first session of the fiscal 
year, April 16, suggested such 
measures, the chief proposal being 
an income and payroll tax which 
the Mayor estimated would yield 
$7,500,000 annual revenue. He said 
provision should be made for the 
prospective deficit, and for in- 
creased services, including rubbish 
disposal and rat control, increase 
of city employes’ salaries, retire- 
ment system for city employes, 
and prospective police salary in- 
creases. He estimated the total 
of these requirements at $5,645,- 
672 a year. 

A resolution by Alderman George 
N. Daugherty calling for the ap- 
pointment of a special committee 
to investigate existing sources of 
revenue to correct what he de- 
scribed as inequalities and injus- 
tices in fees now paid the city was 
defeated, 

Alderman Herman Novack 
agreed that inequalities exist, but 
said that standing committees 
should handle the problem, since 
special committees frequently 
draw undue criticism.

Green said this amendment

NUERNBERG, April 29 (By 
Radio)—It was not anti-Semitism 
but outraged esthetic sensibilities 
which impelled Julius Streicher 
as gauleiter of Franconia to order 
the burning of Nuernberg’s prin- 
cipal synagogue in the spring of 

1938. , 

So testified the arch Jew- 
baiter of the Hitier regime this 
morning before the international 
military tribunal. He consulted 
art experts as well as British and 
American tourists, the witness 
stated, and all agreed that the 
presence of this “oriental” struc- 
ture beside the monuments of 
medieval Christianity in “Old 
City” constituted a harsh archi- 
tectural discord. 

At the same time Streicher ad- 
mitted he commanded the destruc- 
tion of a Jewish sanitarium in 
Nuernberg. He was not actuated 
by prejudice, he swore, but by a 
feeling that the hospital en- 
croached on space in parks and 
gardens which should have been 
devoted to the recreation of Ger- 
man children. 

In November 1938, he continued, 
Dr. Paul Joseph Goebbels ordered a 
general dismantling of syna- 
gogues and Jewish shops through- 
out the Reichin vengeance for the 
assassination of Ernst vom Rath 
of the German embassy in Paris 
which was interpreted as a crime 
of world Jewry. There were 15 
synagogues in Nuernberg afid all

Tax Yield on Amusements, Liquor 
Rises in Swing to Peacetime Mood 


WASHINGTON, April 29 (AP)— 
The tax collection yardstick pro- 
vided a new measure today of 
America’s swing to a peacetime 
mood. 

Receipts from admissions to 
night clubs, theaters, concerts and 
the like jumped $5,729,400 in 
March over the same month of 
wartime, 1945, and yielded Uncle 
Sam $35,374,650, the Internal Rev- 
enue Rureau announced. 

Taxes or jewelry jumped $2,444,- 
000 to a ‘otal of $15,375,500; on 
furs they rose .61,200 to a total 
of $0,100,900, and on perfume and 
cosmetics they increased $433,100 
to a total of $6,704,500. 

Collections of domestic liquor 
taxes rose $41,460,400 to a total of 
$140,985,300. Tobacco tax collec- 
tions increased $25,815,900 to a 
total of $99,436,400. 

Taxes on playing cards in- 
creased $379,600 to $944,700. Phono- 


graph records brought a tax = 


of $399,400, up $211,600. Bowling 
alleys and pool tables yielded $56,- 
900, up $20,800. 

Total tax collections were down 
by $593,915,600, however. The total 
was $° 023,693,100. 

Consumers were spending at a 
record annual rate of 120 billion 
dollars for goods and services in 
the first three months of this 
year, the Commerce Department 
reported yesterday. The rate of 
expenditures, on an annual basis, 
represented an increase of 20 bil- 
lion dollars over the second quar- 
ter of 1945. 

The department said price rises 
were responsible for part of the 
ir.crease. Another factor was de- 
mobilization.

TAKE UP GRUGIAL 
COLONIAL ISSUES 


OF ITALIAN PAGT 


Tripolitania, Dodecanese 
and Trieste on Day’s 
Agenda — Byrnes Con- 
fers With Molotov for 
Three Hours. 


By LOUIS NEVIN 


PARIS, April 29 (AP)—The 
four-power foreign ministers’ con- 
ference ran into its most crucial 
session today, with the future of 
Italy’s colonial possessions in 
‘No-th Africa and the Dodecanese 
Islands in the Mediterranean on 
the agenda. 

It was on these questions that 
Russian Mediterranean interests 
anl Britain’s empira communica- 
tions were expected to clash di- 
rectly. There were indications 
that discussion of the Italian col- 
onies, particularly the disposition 
of Tripolitania, took up most of 
the session,- which was adjourned 
at 8:55 o'clock tonight (2:55 p.m., 
St. Louis time). 

The Russians have asked for a 
trusteeship over Tripolitania, but 
British Foreign Secretary Ernest 
Bevin has declared such a grant 
would cut directly across Britain’s 
Mediterranean communications to 
the Middle East and India. The 
United States has proposed a 
United Nations trusteeship for 
Libya, which includes Tripolitania, 
as well ag for Eritrea in East 
' Africa. 

Bevin’s discussion with leaders 
of the dominions in London over 
the weekend was believed to have 
been concernéd primarily with 
this problem. Bevin returned to 
the conference after his hurried 
trip. 

A London dispatch said the 
prime ministers of the British 
Commonwealth were authorita- 
tively reported to have agreed 
that Britain should support a 
United States’ proposal for a 
United Nations trusteeship over 
Italy's colonies. 


Boundary Report Finished. 

Although the foreign ministers 
agreed to put all phases of the 
Italian peace problem on today’s 
agenda, American sources said it 
was doubtful if there would be 
time to discuss the disputed 
Yugoslav frontier and Trieste is- 
sues. The four-power commission, 
which made an on-the-spot inves- 
tigation of the Yugoslav boundary 
question, completed drafting its 
report this morning. 

United States Secretary of 
State James F. Byrnes presided 
over today’s conference session. 

Byrnes and Soviet Foreign 
Minister V. M. Molotov conferred 
for three hours last night over a 
dinner table, but the subjects dis- 
cussed were not disclosed. Molo- 
tov was accompanied by Andrei 
Y. Vishinsky, Vice Minister of 
Foreign Affairs. This morning 
Byrnes talked with the Egyptian 
Ambassador, Sakry Pasha. Egyp- 
tians have indicated a direct in- 
terest in the Italian colonial ques- 
tion. 

Vandenberg “Pleased.” 

Despite today’s tough agenda, 
the four ministers came to the 
session in an atmosphere of 
friendliness and conciliation. Sen- 
ator Arthur H. Vandenberg (Rep.), 
Michigan, said he was “pleased” 
with the course of the meetings s0 
far. He called Soviet concessions 
since the start of the conference 
last Thursday a “good sign.” 

Besides making concessions on 
dividing up the Italian fleet, the 
Russians were reported to have 
dropped their Yalta reparations 
formula of first setting an over-all, 
global figure and then finding 
means of payment. They are now 
believed to favor a British and 
American proposal that the vic- 
torious powers should first find 
out how much the vanquished 
can pay without going bankrupt. 

(The United Press quoted au- 
thoritative sources as saying that 
under an agreement reached by 
the Big Four conferees Saturday 
on the disposition of the Italian 
fleet, Italy would ke permitted to 
retain a much larger part than 
was previously believed. Two 
battleships, four six-inch gun 
cruisers, six destroyers, two tor- 
pedo boats, 20 corvettes and some 
similar craft will be allotted Italy, 
the informants said.) 


Russian, British Manuevering. 

Some well informed sources, 
pointing to Soviet cordiality to- 
ward French interests, said the 
Russians were attempting to pre- 
vent French and British Socialists 
from establishing a possible “west- 
ern bloc” of powers and also were 
hoping to help French Commu- 
nists in the French national elec- 
tions in June. 

British informants confirmed 
London reports that Bevin had 
proposed to French Foreign Min- 
ister’ Georges Bidault that Ruhr 
and Rhineland factories be placed 
under international supervision, 
but should retain German sover- 
eignty. 

The Moscow radio said yester- 
day that the British had blocked 
discussion of Germany’s future by 
the conference, and denied that 
Russia had opposed any such dis- 
cussion. Commenting on a pro- 
posal by Byrnes to grant full in- 
dependence to Austria and to 
evacuate all occupation troops 
from that country, the broadcast 
said that it had been “clearly 
shown” there was no room on the 
crowded agenda for this subject. 

Byrnes, Mrs. Byrnes and several 
other members of the American 
delegation went to the horse races 
yesterday.

Keenan did not refer to them, 
but commented that omission of a 
name “in no sense implies” ex- 
oneration; other names may be 
added. 

Shigemitsu and Umenzu entered 
Sugamo Prison a few hours after 
the indictments were read. Two 
others of those indicted, Itagaki 
and Kimura, are en route to Japan 
from Siam. Togo and Hiranuma 
are not in prison because of ill 
health, but Supreme Headquarters 
said they were being examined for 
possibie imprisonment, 

The indictments included :speci- 
fic charges of starting the war 
against the 11 Allied nations, and 
16 of the prisoners—including Tojo 
—were accused of murder by “or- 
dering, causing and permitting the 
armed forces of Japan to attack 
territory, ships and airplanes” of 
other nations in the Dec. 7, 1941, 
attacks. The charge listed as 
murdered some 4000 Americans at 
Pearl Harbor and others in the 
Philippines. 

(Official American casualty fig- 
ures at Pearl Harbor have placed 
the number killed at 2946, includ- 
ing 2729 Navy men, 168 soldiers 
and 49 civilians.) 

Accused with Tojo in the mur- 
ders were Doihara, Hiranuma, 
Hirota, Hoshino, Kaya, Kido, Ki- 
mura, Muto, Nagano, Oka, Oshi- 
ma, Sato, Shimada, Suzuki and 
Togo. 

Basis for Murder Charge. 

“It may seem strange to include 
charges of murder,” said Keenan, 
“but it is high time that promoters 
of aggressive, ruthless war and 
treaty-breakers should be stripped 
of glamor... and exposed as they 
are—plain, ordinary murderers.” 

On another murder count, all de- 
fendants were held responsible for 
planning “to procure and permit 
murder on a wholesale scale of 
prisoners of war... in ruthless 
pursuit of victory in the unlawful 
Wat. «ss 

Twelve were charged with kill- 
ing many thousands of Chinese 
civilians and 14 were charged with 
murder of Russian troops in 1938- 
39. 
Other major charges included: 
That the indicted leaders 
were, “in the course of many 
years, continually preparing for 
war” against Russia. The in- 
dictments listed specific steps of 


aggression as early as 1931, and 
“a plot,” beginning in 1928, to 
expand through Manchuria. 
That Japan, its pcople’s minds 
systematically poisoned by mili-

That the indicted prisoners 

were responsible for “mass mur- 
der, rape, pillage, brigandage, 
torture and other barbaric cruel- 
ties upon helpless civilian pop- 
ulations.”

‘anese ambassador conferred in 
Washington in March, 1941, 
“Japan. continued at a feverish 
pace to prepare for war,” and 
that it had continued its earlier 
aggression in China despite as- 
surances it “had no territorial 
ambitions. .. .” 

That it violated a long list of 
treaties, from the 1899 Hague 
agreement for peaceful settle- 
ment of disputes to the 1941 
Japanese - Russian neutrality 
pact. 

That an imperial conference 
July 2, 1941, decided on an ad- 
vance southward, directed 
against the United States, The 
Netherlands, the British Com- 
monwealth; that a tentative -de- 
cision to plunge into war was 
reached Sept. 6, and that a final 
decision was made Dec. 1—se- 
cretly. 

That Japan attacked without 
warning and that it delivered 
“no declaration of war,” even 
after the attack. 


Explains Principle. 


The whole series of indictments, 
Keenan told the tribunal, is based 
on the principle that responsibili- 
ty lies “not only upon the humbler 
individuals ‘who actually commit” 
violations of international law, 
“but also upon those in higher 
positions” who have made the de- 
cisions, 

“The indictments involve no new 
law,” he asserted, and in each 
case the charges are laid under 
the charter of the tribunal, “which 
is a restatement of international 
law.” The murder counts, he 
added, are violations of domestic 
laws “of all countries concerned, 
including Japan.” 

The conspiracy charges hold 
the accused defendants responsi- 
ble for “all acts performed by 
themselves or by any person in 
the execution of this plan” to se 
cure “military domination of the 
whole world,” with Japan, Ger- 
many and Italy each ruling a sep- 
arate area. : 

Breakdown of Counts. 

Keenan outlined how the 55 
counts of the indictment fit into 
the three main categories. 

Under group one, the first five 
counts charge conspiracies to wage 
war—number one comprehensive- 
ly covering the whole Japanese 
plan as one conspiracy, the other 
four dealing separately with vari- 
ous phases of it as it is alleged to 
have developed, 

Counts six to 17, ihclusive, 
charge the defendants with the 
“crime of planning and preparing 
be separately against each na- 

on.” 


Counts 18 to 26, inclusive, charge 


the “crime of initiating such wars 
against certain parties.” 

Counts 27 to 36, inclusive, 
charge the “crime of waging such 
wars separately against certain 
parties.” 

Under group two, Keenan said, 
“It will be. contended that inten- 
tional killing of a human being 
without lawful justification , is 
murder by the law of every Civi- 
lized country, including Japan, by 
whose law it is murder even when 
not intentional.” 

Count 37 charges attack without 
a declaration of war, and count 38 
charges breaches of treaties for- 
bidding such aggression. 

Counts 39 to 43, inclusive, apply 
these contentions to specific in- 
stances of murder in the various 
surprise attacks made on Dec, 7-8, 
1941. 

Charges of Murder. 

Count 44 charges a conspiracy 
to procure or permit wholesale 
murder of prisoners of war and 
civilians on land and sea, Counts 
45 to 50, inclusive, are specific 
charges of murder, including rape 
of Nanking and other cities of 
China, 

Counts 51 and 52 contain simi- 
lar charges with regard to attacks 
on territories of the U.S.S.R. 

“Examples of such wholesale 
murders during the war which be- 


| gan December 1941 are too numer- 


ous to be made the subject of sep- 
arate counts,” Keenan said. 

Under group three—counts 53 to 
55, inclusive—he said, charges will 
“allege a conspiracy to commit 
and actual commission of large 
numbers of breaches of laws and 
customs of war, contained in or 
proved by practice in civilized na- 
tions and various conventions gov- 
erning conduct of hostilities, 
treatment of prisoners of war and 
of persons and property in occu- 
pied territories.” 

All 11 Nations Sign. 

Members of the international 
prosecution staff*from all of the 
11 Allied nations signed the in- 
dictments. The signers were:

Keenan, formerly assistant to 
the Attorney General of the 
United States, was appointed as 
chief Allied prosecutor by Gen.

Keenan was appointed to the 
Attorney General's office in 1933 
to direct the Government’s cam- 
paign against racketeering. In 
1936 he was named assistant in 
charge of the criminal division, a 
post which made him the third 
ranking official in the Depart- 
ment of Justice. He resigned his 
Government position in 1939.

Green said the proposal does 
not take into account that many 
industries “must of necessity op- 
erate at excensively hight costs 
before they attain volume produc- 
tion.” 


He said the House went too far 
in voting to terminate by the end 
of the year the subsidies which 
the Government now pays proces- 
sors to keep down retail prices of 
food. He agreed that subsidies 
should be terminated “in an or- 
derly manner which will disturb 
the economy as little as possible.” 


Veterans for Strong OPA. 


Chat’ Patterson, appearing for 
the American Veterans Commit- 
tee, gave the committee a state- 
ment saying that veterans have 
“a bigger stake in preserving a 
strong price control program than 
any lobby in increasing its 
profit.” 

“What good are disability pen- 
sions, living allotments, liberal 
loans and other forms of financial 
assistance if the veteran can’t buy 
anything with the money when he 
gets it?” he asked. 


Effort of Republicans to push 
their own “moderate” version of 
the price control bill through 
badly disorganized Democratic 
lines in the Senate prompted 
mixed predictions of success and 
failure.

Justice Department Says 
Will Limit

WASHINGTON, April 29 (UP) 

The United States Supreme 
Court today refused to review a 
lower court ruling which the 
Government contended would 
limit its powers to deal with for- 
eign agents operating in this 
country. 

The Department of Justice had 
requested the Supreme Court to 
review the ruling on the ground 
that its views “undoubtedly would 
be useful” to Congress in drafting 
legislation now under considera- 
tion” as a result of scientific 
discoveries relating to national 
defense’—an apparent reference 
to pending atomic energy legis- 
lation, 

The case involved Edmund Carl 
Heine, a native-born German who 
became a United States citizen in 
1920. While in Germany in 1939 
he agreed to supply information 
about United States automobile 
and airplane industries to a 
German manufacturing concern. 

Sent Back Reports. 

Later he sent back a number 
of reports, including information 
on orders and deliveries of air- 
planes to Great Britain and

Heine was convicted of espio- 
nage in Eastern New York United 
States District Court and sen- 
tenced to 18 years’ imprisonment 
and fined $5000. 

Heine argued that all the in- 
formation he sent to Germany 
came from public sources. The 
trial judge ruled, however, that 
the Espionage Act was not lim- 
ited to information obtained from 
secret or confidential sources. 

The Second Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals, however; reversed this rul- 
ing and set him free, 
Court held that, even if such pub- 
lic information is 
against the United States or to 
the advantage of a foreign nation, 
the Espionage Act does not apply 
to it. 

The Justice Department, in its 
appeal to the Supreme Court, said 
that this interpretation will “limit 
substantially” the prosecution of 
foreign agents operating in this 
country. 

The decision, it said, “permits 
spies to collect and transmit with- 
out inhibition information con- 
nected with the national defense, 
which, while in the public domain, 
should not be given passage be- 
yond our shores.”

GERMAN RIGHTIST PARTY 
WINS IN U.S. 


ZONE VOTING 


Fast-Growing Christian Social Union Rolls 
Up Decisive Margin—Election Marred by | 
Riot, Nazi Activity. 


By RICHARD O’REGAN. 

FRANKFURT, April 29 (AP)— 
Germany’s fast growing new poli- 
tical party, the right-of-center 
Christian Social Union, won an 
overwhelming victory in weekend 
counfy council elections in the 
American zone. The voting was 
noted by rioting and pro-Nazi 
activity. 

Conservative rural voters gave the 
Church-supported party almost a 
two-to-one lead over its nearest 
rival, the slightly left-wing Social 
Democrats. 

The Communist party polled 
only 5.4 per cent of the 3,136,347 
votes cast in the second free elec- 
tion in the area in 13 years, in 
which 6043 county officials were 
elected. 

Rural voters In staunchly pro- 
Catholic Bavaria gave the Chris- 
tian Social Union its big total of 
1,779,203 votes to the Social Demo- 
crats’ 936,763 bv overriding the 
majority the latter secured in more 
industrialized Greater Hesse. 

It was in the province of Great- 
er Hesse that the Communists 
won their biggest vote. polling 8 
per cent of the total vote of 
1,090,850 cast in the state, which 
includes the industrial cities of 
Frankfurt, Wiesbaden and Kassel. 

Rioting at Landsberg. 

The rioting occurred at Lands- 
berg, southwest of Munich, where 
18 Germans were wounded in a 
fight with Jewish displaced per- 
sons from the camp at nearby 
Diessen,

Deaths of one 
or two persons in the fighting 
had been reported, but officials 
announced tonight that the re- 
ports were erroneous. 

Other Disorders. 

A series of lesser disorders in 
other Bavarian towns character- 
ized the elections. 

In the towns of Gemuenden and 
Rieneck, ( campaign posters of 
democrati¢ parties were torn down 
Sa.urday night and swastikas 
painted in their place, scrawled 
with the inscription, “For a Great- 
er Germany.” The same night a 
Communist meeting hall in 
Oberstdorf was set on fire by un- 
known persons during a party 
gathering. 

Large numbers of Nazis are 
said to inhabit the towns of Ge- 
muenden and Rieneck. 

Yesterday’s elections were con- 
sidered more significant in a 
political sense than last January's 
local elections, in which more than 
80 per cent of the eligible voters 
turned out. .. 90 per cent turn- 
out was expected in yesterday’s 
balloting.

OSMENA ADMITS 
DEFEAT BY TRUE 
WILL OF PEOPLE 


Congratulates Roxas and 
Calls on Filipinos to 
Abide by Decision—11 
Killed in Clashes. 


MANILA, April 29 (UP)—Sergio 
Osmena conceded today the elec- 
tion of Manuel A, Roxas as the 
first president of the Philippine 
republic, 


After sending a letter of con- 

wtulations to Roxas, Osmena 
eald, “the people have spoken and 
we must abide by the vision. 
That is democracy.” 

(The Associated Press reported 


clashes between military police 
and armed lawless elements in 
central Luzon resulted in 11 deaths 
in what the police described as 
“apparent election reprisals.”) 

Osmena, now president of the 
Commonwealth, was trailing by 
more than 150,000 votes, when he 
conceded defeat. 

Roxas said he was “happy for 
the victory of the liberal party.” 
He renewed his pledge to “pro- 
mote the freedom and welfare of 
all our people.” 

He said his election meant that 
he had “won the opportunity and 
the privilege of serving the Fili- 
pino people during these crucial 
times.” 

The Philippines will get their 
independence from the United 
States July 4. 

Roxas called on all Filipinos; 
“irrespective of party,” to aid in 
strengthening democratic institu- 
tions and in rebuilding “from 
ruins of war.” ' 

Osmena has been a leader in 
Philippine politics .for 42 years. 
For Roxas the victory was the 
climax of a career which began 
at 29, when he was elected gov- 
ernor of his home province of 
Capiz. He is now 54 years old. 

Although he ran on the “liberal 
wing” ticket of the Nacionalista 
party, Roxas was violently op- 
posed by the extreme leftist Huk- 
balahop, former guerrilla organi- 
zation during the Japanese occu- 
pation. 

When the Japanese invaded the 
Philippines in 1941, Roxas held a 
reserve commission as .major in 
the Philippines army. He became 
an aide to Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur and a liaison officer to 
the Philippines government. 

Captured on Mindanao, he was 
brought to Manila and appointed 
chairman of the economic plan- 
ning board in the puppet govern- 
ment. He contends he was not a 
collaborator and Gen. MacArthur

WASHINGTON, April 29 (AP)— 
With food becoming a powerful 
weapon in world politics, clash- 
ing State and Agriculture depart- 
ment views over American famine 
relief methods appear certain to- 


day to reach President Truman 
fc. decision. 

The State Department under 
Acting Secretary Dean Acheson is 
demanding much more drastic 
measures, such as seizu-e of some 
wheat reserves in the hands of 


millers, than the Department of 
Agriculture Under Secretary Clin- 
ton P, Anderson has been willing 
so far to order to effect. 

Anderson is responsible for ob- 
taining food supplies in this coun- 
try for shipment abroad. Acheson 
is mainly responsible for where 
these supplies go and what is 
done with them. Acheson's re- 
sponsibility is shared, however, 
with Secretary of War Robert 
Patterson, under whose direction 
are American occupation forces 
in Germany and Jap: n. 

More Sacrifices. 

Anderson said today food short- 
ages might continue into 1948 and 
that the Government would ap- 
peal for further sacrifices on the 
home front in the months ahead. 
Reviewing famine needs abroad, 
Anderson said in a Rotary Club 
address the United States was be- 
hind schedule not only in the ex- 
port of wheat and other cereals, 
but of meats and lard as well. 
Americans, he said, will have to 
get along with 20 per cent less 
fats and vegetabie oils “during the 
months immediately ahead” than 
in the corresponding months last 
year. 

Anderson’s Prediction. 

The sharp difference between 
Anderson and Acheson was 
brought to light finally Satur- 
day. 

Anderson, returning from a Mid- 
west tour, predicted swelling sup- 
plies of grain once spring plant- 
ing is done and called for greater 
co-operation to meet deficits in 
grain exports. 

Twenty-tour hours earlier Ache- 
son had indicated at a news con- 
ference his belief that co-opera- 
tive methods had failed. Saying 
much more drastic measures are 
needed to get the grain abroad, 
he added that the solution could 
lie in seizing the wheat or flour 
necessary to meet shij ment sched- 
ules. 

Anderson made no direct refer- 
ence to the possibility that some 
millers’ stocks of grain might be 
requisitioned, but he emphasized 
that the Government has no in- 
tention of seizing supplies held by 
farmers. 

Diplomatic authorities here said 
Acheson's position reflects the 
views of the State Department’s 
own food supply experts who ex- 
pect explosive political results un- 
less famine needs are met more 
speedily than the food surplus 
countries are meeting them now. 

How the dispute might be car- 
ried to Truman’s desk was not 
disclosed, but officials agree that 
it is of such importance as to war- 
rant his attention. 


Riots Abroad Feared. 


Riots are feared in Germany 
and Japan, where the safety of 
American occupation troops is a 
direct concern of the War Depart- 
ment. Neither Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur in Japan nor Gen. Joseph 
T. McNarney in Germany is get- 
ting more than a small fraction of 
the grain they requested for the 
first third of this vear. 

Director General F. H. LaGuar- 
dia reported tonight that the 
UNRRA mission in the Ukraine 
has “received complete co-opera- 
tion from the Soviet authorities in 
its inspection of the rationing sys- 
tem, hospitals, factories, stores and 
collective farms.” LaGuardia made 
public a report from Marshall 
MacDuffie, head of the mission, 
that the food situation there is 
“desperate.”

Dean Bowli"g said to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter today that the 
university has a rule against use 
of classroom time for .polls or 
other purposes outside the subject 
of study. 

“Not even the faculty has the 
right to take a poll in classes,” he 
said. “‘When we wished to learn 
how many students planned to at- 
tend summer school, we had to 
send ballots to the individual stu- 
dents by mail. 

He added that there would be 
no faculty objection to the poll by 
mail or through voting booths on 
ahe campus, 

Some polls were taken in class- 
rooms last week, at the request of 
Student Life, by permission of in- 
structors who were not familiar 
with the rule. The results of these 
votes were held up by the instruc- 
tors after they had heard from 
the dean’s office. 

The question of admitting 

Negroes as students has been dis- 
cussed by student groups in the 
last two years. Groups which 
have taken up the topic include 
the campus chapter of the Ameri- 
can Veterans’ Committee, the cam- 
pus Y.M.C.A, and Y.W.C.A., and 
the Social Work Club.

TRUMAN EXPECTED TO NAME 
CHIEF JUSTICE THIS WEEK 


Jackson and Douglas Are Mentioned—Pat- 
terson Talked of as New 
Member. 


WASHINGTON, April 29 werd 
—President Truman is expected 
to announce later this week his 
choice of a new Chief Justice to 
succeed the late Harlan Fiske 
Stone. He is expected to announce 
at the same time his nomination 
of a new member of the Supreme 
Court to succeed the Associate 
Justice who will be elevated to the 
presiding position, 

The President invited retired 
Chief Justice Charles E, Hughes 
to the White House for a confer- 
ence this afternoon.

Pravda Charges Move to 
Spread Discord Among 
Allies — Hightower 
Taken to Task. 


MOSCOW, April 29 (AP)—The 
Communist party newspaper 
Pravda printed today a dispatch 
from its corresponent in Paris as- 
serting that certain circles in 
Paris were full of guesses, pro- 
phecies and predictions about the 
meeting of the Big Four foreign 
ministers in Luxembourg Palace. 

“The reactionary press by all 
means is trying to spread discord 
in the camp of the Allied powers, 
even before the foreign ministers 
arrived in Paris,” correspondent 
Y. V. Zhukov asserted. “Some 
newspapers had already begun to 
fret and impute prophecy about a 
breakdown of this meeting. 

“The diplomatic observer of the 
Associated Press, Hightower, bas- 
ing himself on some anonymous 


‘intimate counsellors’ of the Sec- 
retary of State of the me 
States, expressed the ‘supposition’ 
that this conference may signify 
the end of efforts of England, the 
Soviet Union and the United 
States to collaborate harmonious- 
ly in the cause of achieving a set- 
tlement of the problems of peace 
in Europe.” 

(A Washington dispatch by the 
Associated Press reporter, John M. 
Hightower April 22 said: 
of Byrnes’s closest advisers are 
talking of this meeting as a pos- 
sible turning point in the history 
of World War ILI. 
that actually it could mark the 
end of efforts by Britain, Russia 
and the: United States to work 
harmoniously to set un European 
peace settlements and to build 
the United Nations into a power- 
ful agency for maintaining the 
peace once it is created.”) 

The Pravda article stated that 
some newspapers in Paris dis- 
cussed what might happen if the 
foreign ministers did not agree. 
The writer cited as an example, 
Charles Dumas of the Paris Popu- 
laire, whom the writer said was 
well known for his enmity toward 
the U. S. S. R. Zhukov said Du- 
mas was returning to the theme 
of separate peace treaties, and 


commented: 


“Journalists of the type of Du- 
mas try to turn with: exceptional 
passion to the use of the formula 
‘it seems,’ ‘according to rumors’ 
and ‘it is said’ and are hiding 
themselves as with a fig leaf by 
the most unpardonable lies and 
slanders.” 

In another article Pravda de- 
clared yesterday the progress of 
the Paris conference was jeopar- 
dized by the failure of the United 
States and Britain to recognize 
the Bulgarian Government, The 
foreign ministers have not yet 
considered the Bulgarian peace 
treaty. 

Pravda said that non-recogni- 
tion had created a situation “obvi- 
ously abnormal and pregnant with 
difficulties for the whole progress 
of the Paris negotiations.” The 
question may reflect on results of 
the peace treaties to be consid- 
ered,” it added. 

The Big Three foreign minis- 
ters agreed in Moscow last Decem- 
ber that the United States and 
Britain would recognize Bulgaria 
if,two members of opposition par- 
ties were added to the Communist- 
dominated cabinet. 

The Bulgarian Government an- 
nounced formation of a new 
cabinet March 31, but said op- 
position parties were excluded be- 
cause Russia considered their 
terms for participation contrary 
to the Big Three decision. The 
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British said they would not recog- 
nize the new government because 
it did not comply with the Mos- 
cow agreement. The United States 
took a similar view. 

“The Bulgarian government did 
everything possible for fulfillment 
of the Moscow agreement, but the 
opposition did not want to enter 
the road of collaboration with the 
government,” Pravda said... “Un- 
der such conditions the American 
and British governments should 
have ... recognized the Bulgarian 
government elected by the 
people’s assembly.” 

Pravda declared that “it is no 
secret in Sofia that tight connec- 
tions exist between leaders of the 
Bulgarian opposition groups” and 
Maynard Barnes, special repre- 
sentative of the United: States 
State Department in Bulgaria.

TEHRAN, Iran, April 29 (AP)—

adviser to the national police. 

The shootings occurred when 
demonstrating tobacco factory 
workers clashed with police guards 
on the road to the airport where 
a delegation from Azerbaijan ar- 
rived for conferences.

Negotiations between the Iran-

Streicher confessed to having 
beaten a prisoner in his cell at the 
Nuernberg jail. The latter had 
been arrested for making libelous 
statements in public about the 
Fuehrer. The witness related 
that he sought an interview with 
the prisoner in order to “reason, 
with him.” 
“His behavior was so cowardly 
that he had to be thrashed” said 
Streicher. “I am sorry about this 
incident. At the time I was slip- 
ing.” 
In reply to a question as to 
whether his victim was a Jew, 
he answered “yes” and then 
changed it to “no.” — 
Streicher also admitted that a 
young German who was drunk 
and who annoyed him in a hotel 
at Munich was dragged into a 
private room and beaten up by 
the son and the adjutant of the 
witness. 

Boasts of His Paper. 
The editor of Der Stuermer said 
there were many anti-Jewish 
newspapers in Germany before 
Hitler came to power and the en- 
tire Reich press was swept into 
the campaign after 1933. But be

lar exponent of anti-Semitism in 
Germany.” He referred  re- 
peatedly to his propaganda as “a 
program of enlightment.”

It read: “Never trust a fox in a 
field or the word of any Jew.” 
Rows With His Attorney. 
Streicher’s counsel, Dr. Hans 
Marx, asked regarding a special 
issue of Der Stuermer on the sub- 
ject of ritual murders which was 
published in 1935 and whether 
Streicher was responsible for that 
“dreadful thing.” 
The witness retorted sharply 
that it was the province of the 
tribunal and not of his attorney 
to pronounce judgment on his 
acts. Marx appealed to the court 
for protection against his own 
client.

Streicher wen. on that he 
never wrote about ritual murders 
without citing the sources of his 
allegations. He mentioned a book 
by a rabbi who had turned Chris- 
tian and 25 cases declared to have 
been attested by the Vatican. One 
was in England, he said, another 
in Russia and a third during mod- 
ern times in Czechoslovakia. 

Protest by Jackson, 

Justice Robert H. Jackson, chief 
of United States counsel, inter- 
rupted to protest against this at- 
tack on the Jewish people. He 
demanded that Streicher be made 
to refrain from “making speeches” 


and that in case of further of; 


fense he should be declared in 
contempt and remanded to his cell 
with orders to confine his future 
communications to statements in 
writing through his attorney. 

Streicher answered that he had 
no intention of indicting the en- 
tire Jewish people for ritual mur- 
ders, but maintained that a sect 
existed and until recently con- 
tinued to exist which was addict- 
ed to the practice of slaying Gen- 
tile children for religious pur- 
poses, 

The editor admitted that his 
paper had made an investment 
at bargain rates in the shares of 
a Jewish firm in Nuernberg 
called the Mars Works, but in- 
sisted that this was done without 
hig knowledge by the business 
manager who held his power of 
attorney. 

“I never bothered myself with 
financial matters” Streicher said. 
“When I learned that the pro- 
prietors had been blackmailed 
and intimidated into selling out at 
low prices I ordered the shares 
refunded, I never made one pfen- 
nig out of Jewish property.” 

In answer to the charge that 
he inspired Hitler’s persecution of 
the Jews, the witness declared 
that “it was impossible to in- 
fluence the Fuehrer.” 

The official sponsor of anti- 
Semitism in the Reich he said, 
was not himself but Alfred Rosen- 
berg. 

His “Excessive Humanity.” 

He never knew Reinhardt Heyd- 
rich and his chief contact with 
Heinrich Himmler was a letter in 
which the head of the 8.8. “ac- 
cused me of excessive humanity 
toward French prisoners of war.” 
His innocence was proved, accord- 
ing to Streicher, by Hitler’s last 
statement which declared that 
mass executions of Jews were car- 
ried out in reprisal on the 
Fuehrer’s personal orders. “This 
proves that I myself could not 


have been implicated” the witness 
argued. He added that one of his 


articles was stopped by the censor 
in Berlin because it recommended 
Madagascar as the future Zionist 
homeland. 

“IT felt keenly my fall from favor 
in 1939,” declared the editor, “but 
now I see that fate was kind to 


me. If the Fuehrer had ordered 


me to kill Jews I should have had 
to refuse. I defy the prosecution 
to prove that one single Jew in all 
the Reich was killed because of 
incitement by myself.” 

The witness said he visited the 
concentration camp at Dachau 
four times with the purpose of 
making lists of Communist and 
Social Democrat prisoners with- 
out previous criminal records 
whom he invited to join their fam- 
ilies at Christmas dinners in the 
Deutscherhof. 

“Women and children used to 
stop me on the streets in Nuern- 
berg and implore me to do some- 
thing for their husbands and fa- 
thers,” he explained. 

From the time of the Munich 
putsch until 1933, Streicher relat- 
ed, he was frequently arrested for 
his anti-Semite writings and 
speeches and was repeatedly sen- 
tenced or fined “in this very 
courtroom.” The circulation of 
Der Stuermer was only 2000 or 
3000 copies in 1923. After Hitler 
came to power the figure in- 
creased to 25,000 and then rose to 
as many as 600,000 copies a week. 
During the war it stood at 150,- 
000 to 200,000 copies. r 


Wife Testifies. 


The defendant's wife, Frau 
Adele Streicher, was called as a 
witness for her husband just be- 
fore the afternoon adjournment. 
She is a woman of about 35 with 
a pleasant, placid face and brown 
hair parted in the middle, with a 
bun at the back, and a black rib- 
bon. She was dressed in her Sun- 
day best—a skirt of lilac silk and 
a blouse of plum-colored velvet 
with a white puff at the throat. 

Frau Streicher said she became 
the editor’s private secretary June 
7, 1940, and that he made her his 
wife to give her the protection of 
his name when Nuernberg was at- 
tacked carly in 1945. Their pur- 
pose, she declared, was to join in 
the battle and die together. But 
they were turned back on the 
road by German soldiers and made 
their way to Munich, Berchtes- 
gaden and then Kitsbuehl. 

In 1944, said Frau Streicher, her 
husband wag visited on his farm 
by Dr. Goebbels and Robert Ley, 
bearing overtures from Hitler, 
Ley’s visit was on May 7. He 
said: “Streicher, the Fuehrer is 
waiting for you.” The editor re- 
plied that he was accustomed to 
solitude, enjoyed farming and no 
longer had any ambitions. Goeb- 
bels arrived on June 4 and begged 
Streicher to return to the circle 
of party members. His answer 
was the same, she related. 

She said her husband’s proposed 
solution for the Jewish problem 
was not violence but emigration 
from Europe. 

Employed on the farm, she con- 
tinued, were eight French prison- 


ers of war and two girls—one a 
Pole and one a Slovene.

$15,000,000 IN ARMY 
MACHINERY (ON SALE 


Surplus Construction, Farm 
Items Being Sold at 
Kiel Auditorium. 


A sale of $15,000,000 worth of 
construction and farm machinery 
which has been declared surplus 
by the Army, was opened today in 
Assembly Halls 2 and .4 of Kiel 
Auditorium by employes of the 
War Assets Administration. 
Purchase of new equipment was 
limited to veterans, but there was 
evident activity in the lobby on 
the part of dealers anxious to use 
veterans as straw men in the pur- 
chase of equipment for them. W. 
A. Rayburn of Chicago, in charge 
of the sale, had announced that 
resale was prohibited, unless the 
veterans themselves were dealers. 
Items offered to the highest 
bidders ranged from tractors, der- 
ricks, steam shovels and concrete 
mixers to tremendous rock crush- 
ers which originally cost $95,000 
each. 

Twenty-five members of the 
WAA staff came here from the 
regional office in Chicago to con- 
duct the sale. By this morning 
they had registered 2000 prospec- 
tive bidders many of whom were 
veterans. Some of the bidders 
came from Canada where notices 
of the sale had been published. 

About 90 per cent of the equip- 
ment offered here is new. The 
sale igs expected to continue 
through tomorrow. 

Although scheduled’ to begin at 
10 a.m. the sale was delayed for 
an hour and 40 minutes by late 
registrations of a number of vet- 
erans, The first items offered, 
metal pads for pneumatic dirt 
tampers of various sizes, brought 
from 50 cents to $1.05 each. 

A number of dealers complained 
of Gen. Gregory’s restriction of 
new equipment to veterans, The 
descriptions in the WAA cCata- 
logue, they said, are so worded 
that it is impossible to tell wheth- 
er items for sale are new. For 
this reason, they said, dealers who 
might otherwise return home are

roduction in whole or in part prohibited. 


HE provocations that I have described sorely tried my patience. 
They did more. They made me wonder once again whether the 
time had not come for a change of British policy toward a gov- 


ernment that persisted in allowing and committing un-neutral acts. 
It was therefore with the intention of clearing the issue that on Dec. 
11, 1943, I wrote to London as follows: 


“During the two months that I 
have been in Spain since my re- 
turn from England I have noted 
a definite conzolidation of the 
Franco regime and a growing 
complacency on the part of Gen. 
Franco himself. The reason for 
this development is not far to 
seek. While nine out of ten Span- 
jards are opposed to Falangism, 
they have shown themselves un- 
willing or unable to organize any 
effective opposition to it. Not a 
few of them, soldiers as well as 
civilians, have a share in the 
spoils of the regime and many 
more, remembering the horrors of 
Snanish history, hesitate to face 
a change of government that 
might release the pent-up forces 
of the present discontents. 

“Ror different reasons the Allied 

vernments and general staffs 
have wished to avoid a Spanish 
conflagration. They have been 
right. They have Veen justified 
by events. The African and 
Mediterranean successes would 
have been well-nigh impossible in 
face of a Spanish anarchy ex- 
ploited by the Germans. None- 
theless, it is disturbing, though 
perhaps inevitable, that Gen. 
Franco should now be exploiting 
Allied patience, and the absence 
of effective Spanish opposition as 
evidence of the stability of his 
regime and the excellence of his 
relations with Great Britain and 
the United States. 

. “Dishonesty and Injustice.” 

“To me in Madrid this complac- 
ency is particularly galling. I see 
at first hand the dishonesty, per- 
fidy and injwStice of Falangism. I 
see also the fact that though we 
may succeed in restraining, or 
stopping ‘many unneutral acts, the 
present Spanish Government with 
Gen. Franco at its head is funda- 
mentally hostile to the Allies and 
the aims for which we are fight- 


cowith the Franco Government 
the Allies will never be able to 
have genuinely friendly rela- 
tions. As long as it exists, there 
will always be the danger of a 
treacherous blow, whilst its 
whole conception of the new Eu- 
rope is in direct opposition to 
our own, 

“When, therefore, I _ reflect 
upon our present and future re- 
lations with Spain, I cannot 
avoid the conviction that they 
will never be satisfactory as long 
as Gen, Franco is in power, and 
that the sooner he and his Fa- 
lange machine disappear, the 
better it will be, not only for 
ourselves but for the whole of 
Europe. 


Question of Timing. 


“When, however, I consider the 
further question as to whether the 
time has come for us to take an 
active pagt in actual opposition to 
the regime, I find myself in some 
difficulty. I put the problem in 
the form of a simple question. 
Should we now dissipate Gen. 
Franco’s complacency and attempt 
to shake to the foundations his 
regime by cutting off supplies to 
Spain, in particular oil and rub- 
ber, and in bringing the economic 
life of the country to a standstill? 


“A year ago the answer to this 
question was comparatively sim- 
ple. It was that the risk was too 
great, and that so heavy a blow 
with our economic hammer would 
create a dangerous Spanish reac- 
tion against us. Since then, our 
military successes have certainly 
changed the whole atmosphere, 
and it would now be possible to 
take risks that would have been 
‘extremely unwise before the 
African and Mediterranean cam- 
paigns. 

“Even so, I am still doubt- 
ful as to whether it is yet wise 
to have recourse to out ultima 
ratio of economic sanctions. It 
is not so much that an embargo 
upon oil and: rubber would im- 
mediately lose us definite eco- 
nomic advantages that we at 
present possess, for instance 
our grip on the wolfram market, 
It is rather that I fear that if 
the daily life of the country 
were brought to an abrupt 
standstill, anarchy of the most 
dangerous kind would spread 
like wildfire from one end of 
Spain to the other. 

“The upheaval might start 
with a massacre of the Falange 
leaders, or it might more prob- 
ably take the form of a black 
terror against the so-called Reds. 
In any case, it would almost 
certainly plunge the country 
into an orgy of massacre and 
chaos, and offer a golden op- 
portunity for the many German 
saboteurs in Spain to exploit to 
our detriment the general con- 
fusion. . 

“These are no imaginary fore- 
bodings on my part. I have in 
recent weeks received many re- 
ports not only of the savage bit- 
terness that underlies the surface 


of Spanish life, but also of Himm- 
ler’s intensified efforts to infil- 
trate German spies and sabo- 
teurs into Spain. 

Advises More Pressure, 

“If, therefore, the Allied Govern- 
ments still take the view that 
Spanish chaos is to our disadvan- 
tage, my advice is to avoid an 
issue that will bring daily life to 
a standstill. If, on the other hand, 
they consider that we are now 
militarily so strong as to be able 
to ignore trouble in the Peninsula, 
we can no doubt play our big 
card of economic embargo with 
a fair chance that sooner or later 
it will shake and possibly destroy 
the Franco regime, 

“My own ‘preference would be 
against making any immediate re- 
versal of our Spanish policy, but. 
in favor of a definite intensifica- 
tion of our pressure for the relief 
of our grievances. We should at 
the same time take every pos- 
sible opportunity to shake Gen. 
Franco’s complacency, and should 
not hesitate to show up in the 
press or the radio any definitely 
unneutral acts committed or per- 
mitted by his Government. 

“As to the last point, the use 
of publicity, I would ask to be 
consulted upon specific cases as 
it is essential that we should em- 
ploy it in a way that will give us 
the greatest possible help for the 
future, and the enemy the least 
possible chance of exciting Span- 
ish susceptibilities. It is also 
necessary that we employ it in 
a way not to conflict with the 
British Government’s declarations 
of non-intervention in Spanish in- 
ternal affairs. 


Political Problem Remains, 
“Whilst the operations of the 
next few months may diminish 
the military importance of Spain, 
the political problems connected 
with the Franco Government will 
probably become more insistent. 
Public opinion both in Great Brit- 
ain and the United States is likely 
to grow more restive against the 
present Spanish regime. 

“It is well, therefore, to recon- 
sider the position from time to 
time, and to adjust our policy to 
the general course of the war and 
the actual facts of the Spanish 
situation. We have always at- 
tempted to avoid rigid positions 
in Spain, and to keep the war a 
war of movement. I hope that we 
shall continue this flexibility. It 
is on this account that I send you 
this appreciation and ask you 
whether you agree with it or 
whether in view of Gen. Franco’s 
manifest desire to exploit our de- 
clared attitude of detachment to 

Spanish internal affairs, you de- 
sire a change in our existing pol- 
icy.”

Labor's Policies 
Imperil Britain, 
Churchill Says 


Asserts Government’s 
Domestic Faults 
and Misdeeds ‘Will 
Cost Us Most Dear.’ 


EDINBURGH, April 29 (UP). 
INSTON CHURCHILL 
charged the Labor Govern- 
ment tonight with imperiling 

Britain’s future by imposing 
“vague, ill-thought-out” nationali- 
zation and other _ socialistic 
schemes on the country. 

The former Prime Minister, now 
leader of the opposition, said he 
felt the “same kind of anxiety 
about our life and fortunes” as he 
did in the dark days of 1940 and 
1941 when Britain alone stood 


|} against Germany and Italy. 


Churchill told Scottish Unionists 
(conservatives) in annual confer- 
ence that the opposition support- 
ed the Government’s foreign poli- 
cy, “particularly its open and 
manly antagonism to international 
Communism at home or abroad.” 
But the Government’s domestic 
shortcomings, faults and misdeeds, 
he said, “will cost us most dear 
and retard in a most painful way 
or prevent our recovery and re- 
turn to normal conditions of pros- 
perity and freedom.” 

Review Britain’s trade system 
and position, he said if overseas 
trade was not restored, the nation 
would be faced with “a struggle 
to live at all.” 

Churchill said there never was 
in all history “a community so 
numerous in a position at once so 
magnificent and so precarious.” 

“The result of serious mistakes 
at this time would rot be mis- 
fortune of this class or that, or 
humiliation of one party or an- 
other,” he said, “but dissipation of 
the means by which more than 
half of our population live, ending 
in the abridgement of about one- 
third to one-half of our popula- 
tion and final extinction of Britain 
as the center of the widest, most 
experienced and tolerant associa- 
tion of races and nations that 
has existed since the fall of the 
ancient Roman Empire.”

Naval Aide to Gen. Eisenhower, 1942-1945 
FRANKFURT-AM-MAIN, Saturday, June 9, 1945. 
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RANK PAGE and I returned late today. We had been to Hei- 
delberg, Munich, Innsbruck, through the Brenner Pass into 
Italy, bagk through the pass and on to Berchtesgaden, through 


Munich, Nuremberg, where we saw the huge Sportpalast made 
famous by Hitler’s tirades, and back to Frankfurt. 

We picked up Major Quirk, P.R.O. of Third Army, at Bad Wies. 
While Frank and Cpl. Street waited in the car, Quirk and I climbed 
up to the Eagle’s Nest, policed by paratroopers of the 10ist Division. 


The climb made me dizzy, but 
fortunately Hitler had several rest 
benches along the way. The last 
turn of the narrow trail is on a 
spur of the mountain, from which 
I could look straight down for 
what I guessed was 5000 feet, if 


I had chosen to look, but I took 
the inside track. At the entrance 
to the Eagle’s Nest, the para- 
trooper on guard was calmly 
walking up and down a wall one 
foot wide, two feet high from our 
side, but 5000 feet straight down 
from the far side. I marveled at 
his nonchalance. He complained 
that other troops preceding the 
10lst at Berchtesgaden had been 
unfair. They had collected so 
many souvenirs that now. the 
Eagle’s Nest was carefully 
guarded to prevent any further 
pilfering. 


Inside I found a single para- 
trooper writing a letter home if 
the huge dining room. He was 
seated at a table that had 12 seats 
at each side and two at each end. 
The main living room was oval- 
shaped, with large windows 
through which the snow-capped 
peaks of the Bavarian Alps 
showed rhajestically in the twi- 
light. 


After seeing the Eagle's Nest. 


Quirk and I agreed that Hitler 
was crazy. 
Inspect Hitler Chalet. 

We descended and inspected 
Hitler’s chalet halfway down the 
mountain, where I collected a few 
pieces of marble from Hitler's 
fireplace—one especially for Niles 
Trammell, to whom I am still in- 
debted for his attempt to supply 
me with langouste in Africa. -Al- 
though the Eagle’s Nest had not 
been hit by bombs, Hitler’s house. 
Goering’s adjoining chalet, a large 
greenhouse, and . barracks 
showed the effect of the RAF. 
raid of several weeks before. 

Hitler’s house had been badir 
burned, but as it was constructed 
of brick, stone and concrete, most 
of the main structure was still in- 
tact. In Hitler’s kitchen, whieh I 
noticed had eiectric ranges, three 
large brass cooking utensils on the 
stove still contained decaying 
food. One of them held French- 
fried potatoes, another carrots, 
and the third what looked like 
soup, indicating the kitchen help 
had quickly abandoned their post 
when the bombers came. 

Zhukov is arriving tomorrow, 
and Ike has laid on an aerial show 
with all of the planes available.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In a recent letter I characterized the 
mangling by the House of Representa- 
tives of the price contro] bill as legis- 
lative vandalism and stated in substance 
that this stunning blow to national wel- 
fare was not an act of government but 
of anarchy. Now, however, the vast con- 
sumer class, while denouncing this ut- 
terly inexcusable action by the House, 
should also forthrightly face the fact 
that, as charged by Dorothy Thompson 


in her column of April 24, their own. 


extravagant and frenzied buying jas 
gone a long way toward nullifying the 
value of the artificial controls for which 
they nowe demand renewal. This is a 
telling point, and a grave mistake will 
be made if it is not taken to heart. 

The spontaneity and violence of the 
public reaction is conclusive proof that 
an overwhelming majority of the Amer- 
ican people strongly favor the retention 
of all existing controls. But it should 
be apparent, even to the relatively 
thoughtless, that so long as acute short- 
ages exist in the basic necessities of 
national life, legal barriers, standing 
alone, can have no more than a retard- 
ing effect upon the inflationary tide. 

If this legislative TVA for orderly con- 
trol of prices is to function with the 
approximate effectiveness of its flood 
control counterpart, it must be but- 


tréssed with a high degree of consumer 


discipline. 

Considerations of individua] self-pres- 
ervation make it imperative that this 
be done. But an equal if not greater 
incentive is the truly golden opportunity 
thus provided for the preponderant con- 
sumer class, particularly the housewives 
of America, to give a convincing demon- 
stration of the tremendous power they 
wield over the national economy. 

They will discover that by imposing 
a strict discipline upon their individual 
and family purchasing and by effec- 
tively channeling their collective buy- 
ing power, they can establish and per- 
petuate their own “price controls.” More- 
over, by so doing, they will throw a vir- 
tually impregnable defense around fam- 
ily incomes and savings accounts, fixed- 
income investments, children’s educa- 
tional funds, social security, insurance 
benefits and the all-important life in- 
surance policies. Finally, they will im- 
part to each and every member of their 
respective families priceless training in 
the fundamental economics of sound 
and gracious living. 

Consumer purchasing power is the 
towering but illiterate giant of the na- 
tional economy. It is time that he be 
taught his ABCs so that with as little 
further delay as possible he may be 
groomed to take his rightful place as 
the master, rather than the servant, of 
that economy.

Iceland Poses a Dilemma | 


' The tiny Republic of Iceland has confronted 
the mighty Republic of the United States with 
a thorny dilemma in high policy and interna- 

By rebuffing our Government’s 
proposal for establishment of military bases on 
its soil, Iceland has put an obstacle in the way 
of American defense plans, and has raised issues 
of fundamental importance. 

The Icelanders’ decision is no new or capri- 
cious development. They readily accepted Brit- 
ish and American occupation during the war to 
prevent German invasion, and co-operated fully 
with the Allies, but their stand on permanent 
bases has been consistently negative. 

Foreign Minister Thor, visiting Washington 
with President Bjornsson in August, 1944, told 
a press conference: “We intend to own our coun- 
try, all of it, and without any foreign interfer- 
ence.” The two officials made clear, in friendly 
but firm manner, that no bases would be granted 
by Iceland to afiy other country after the war. 
The present announcement of Prime Minister 
Thors, that “it is impossible to say Yes” to the 
America proposal, continues the previous policy. 

This is fully in keeping with the sturdy char- 
acter of the Icelandic people. They have im- 
mense pride in their long democratic tradition, 
maintained through the world’s oldest Parlia- 
ment, set up 300 years before the British House 
of Commons. They cut their ties with Denmark 
in 1918, and became fully independent two years 
ago. There is no illiteracy in Iceland. The 
hardy people possess both high culture and high 
patriotism. So the refusal of America’s offer 
may be taken as fully expressive of their desires, 
and it is backed by all political parties. 

Iceland was envisaged as a key link in this 
country’s security system. Here an ominous note 
is heard. During the war, emphasis was on Ice- 
land’s strategic position in the North Atlantic, 
important to our communications with Britain 
and the war against the U-boats. Today, Wash- 
ington stresses that the island “is on the direct 
air route between Washington and Moscow.” So 
this is another of the developments, along with 
Operation Muskox and the British-American 
diplomatic alignment against Russia, that rouses 
suspicions in Mostow. 

This country, of course, could bend Iceland 
to its will by diplomatic pressure or a show of 
force, and there may be military planners who 
consider that course justified. Such tactics, 
however, would be repugnant to the great major- 
ity of the American people. This would be pre- 
cisely the method we have condemned when used 
by the Russians to set up their security system. 
It would discredit American support of the small 
nations, as in the Iran dispute; it would under- 
mine the whole Good’ Neighbor Policy; it would 
stir Russian suspicions to a new high. 

So there is the dilemma: Our security system 
is incomplete if we don’t get the Icelandic bases, 
the planners say, but how are we to get them 
without violating basic democratic principles? 

The episode thus illuminates the danger and 
the futility of one-power security systems. An 
elaborate military plan can be blocked by the 
non-co-operation of one small nation, which must 
be bludgeoned into compliance if the setup is 
not to be left incomplete. But such bludgeoning 
would nullify all the fine promises of the At- 
lantic Charter and UN, and create new danger 
of open strife. 

Does this not prove that only a,system set up 
by the United Nations offers any true promise 
of security for all nations, large and small? Ice- 
land indicates readiness to let its soil be used 
for UN bases. Undoubtedly the other countries 
now under pressure to grant concessions, such as 
Turkey, would agree. Yet the hopeful plans for 
a UN police force and a world security system 
remain no more than blueprints. 

The major powers, including our own country, 
still put their trust in the old methods of in- 
dividual defense systems, balance of power, 
spheres of influence, Russia presses its neigh- 
bors into the Soviet system. Britain works in 
terms of Empire life-lines. America, planning 
its own security setup, is embarrassed by Ice- 
land’s rebuff. 

Is it not time for the powers to realize that 
the old methods have brought only war upon the 
world, and to return to their professed ideals 
of a global security system, with all peaceful na- 
tions joining against any aggressor? 
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Jap War Criminal Absentee 

The list of Japanese leaders today formally 
charged with war crimes includes Tojo and 27 
of his gang, but there is a notable absentee, just 
as there is at Nuernberg. But Hitler is dead, or 
supposed to be, while the Mikado still lives and 
reigns, after a fashion, in Tokyo. 

Perhaps his usefulness to the Allied occupa- 
tion is still considered too great to permit. of his 
indictment. Perhaps it is felt that bringing 
charges against the former God-Emperor would 
be too great a shock to the Japanese people. 
But there is a good chance that as the Japanese 
learn to think for themselves, they will realize 
that Hirohito, as Read of the system of oppres- 
sion and militarism, had much to do with the 
ruin of their country. They may in time demand 
his indictment. 

Hirohito has a reprieve, not an acquittal. 
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A bigger building is needed to house all the 
gifts pouring in on Stalin, Moscow reports. With, 
presumably, some large tanks to accommodate 
the handsome present from Iran. 
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The Byrnes Rumor 

Last week’s rumor that Mr. Truman would 
appoint Secretary of State Byrnes to the Chief 
Justiceship now gives way to the expectation 
that the President will instead elevate one of 
the present members of the court. Justices Jack- 
son and Douglas have been suggested for the 
post, while Secretary of War Patterson is a pos- 
sibility for filling the vacancy left by Chief Jus- 
tice Stone’s death. 

There was an unpleasant cast to the Byrnes 
rumor because behind it was the belief that he 
and the President are not on the best of terms. 
At a time when the country is badly in need of 
solidarity so far as foreign policy is concerned, 
that would be a most unfortunate situation. 

Mr. Byrnes has failed to show greatness as 
Secretary of State. It is an office for which he 
lacks background and wide vision, His openly- 
expressed pessimism over the relations of the 
United States and Soviet Russia before he left 
for Paris was hardly @ statesmanlike attitude.

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Regardless of temporary difficulties, those two 
powers must find accord or the world will slip 
back into a dangerous rivalry for world mastery. 

However, Byrnes does have some excellent 
qualities, and to kick him upstairs to the Chief 
Justiceship would have been construed as a lack

all support. 


Utility Commission Curiosities 

The Missouri Public Service Commission owes 
citizens of metropolitan St. Louis an accounting 
for two separate developments reported in the 
Post-Dispatch yesterday. 

In the one, the commission has refused the 
city’s application for a hearing before the Union 
Electric rate adjustment becomes effective 
Wednesday. It refused in spite of the city’s 
contention that it has compelling evidence to 
prove that the new rates will seriously discrimi- 
nate in favor of rural territory and against the 
metropolitan area. 

In the other, the commission has taken a 
weakly evasive attitude on the disposition of St. 
Louis County Gas Co., which North American 
must relinquish under SEC order. County Gas 
should be merged with Laclede Gas Light Co. 
Logic says so. SEC says so. In fact, the Mis- 
souri commission said a year ago that “the whole 
structure of Laclede . . . would be improved by 
acquisition of County Gas, by giving to the 
metropolitan area a single ied gas system.” 

The North American dissolution plan, how- 
ever, provides for a distribution of County Gas 
stock, which would leave the company in sep- 
arate and widely scattered ownership. ‘In spite 
of that prospect, the commissioners disclaim any 
intention of opposing it before the SEC, on the 
premise that they have no authority to force a 
sale to Laclede or anyone else. 

Of course they haven't. . But they do have both 
authority and duty to work for the integration 
which they themselves have found wise, and they 
only shirk their duty by not trying to block a 
plan which is obviously adverse to the interests 
of Missouri consumers and Laclede, a Missouri 
utility. 

The gas matter is urgent. The commission 
should reconsider and adopt the aggressive po- 
sition which its function calls for. The Union 
Electric matter can perhaps rock along a while 
longer. But on it, too, the commission should 
be and undoubtedly will be pressed by the city 
until it clearly declares its policy and stands 
responsible for the consequences, 
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Gen. Holdridge’s Testimony 

When a West Pointer, and a retired General, 
contends that the Army’s caste system has cre- 
ated an officer aristocracy and an enlisted vas- 
salage, that is “expert testimony” and deserves 
attention, as today’s Mirror article says. Brig. 
Gen. H. C. Holdridge’s sharp view of military 
caste and its results was published in this 
newspaper yesterday. The War Department owes 
it to itself to listen to what he has to say, as a 
matter of sustaining the Army’s strength. 

The volunteer program to raise an enlisted 
Army admittedly has fallen short of its goal. 
Many of the soldiers and veterans who are re- 
enlisting are doing so, not because they like 
the Army, but because of unemployment, lack 
of housing and insurmountable civilian problems. 
If the Army would eliminate caste, and offer 
men a career in a democratic service, it might 
better obtain the manpower necessary to main- 
tain its world-wide responsibilities. 
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The Election of Roxas 


Filipinos have elected a man who helped to 
draft the Japanese puppet Constitution, and who 
served in the puppet Government, as first Presi- 
dent of their new Republic. The energetic spell- 
binder, Manuel Roxas, is conceded the election 
by elderly President Osmena. But it is not just 
an oddity of Philippine politics that puts Roxas 
in command as the Islands make ready for in- 
dependence July 4. 

Three elements helped Osmena’s downfall. 
One was his age. Another was the lack of com- 
munication, and the lack of time since the war 
ended for much thorough electioneering. An- 
other, which has yet to be assessed, is the way 
the charge of collaboration against Roxas may 
have boomeranged. 

Gen. MacArthur had passed on Roxas’s record, 
and when Osmena’s supporters accused the young- 
er man of collaborationism, the elderly President 
himself refused to do anything about it. His 
attitude was that “one may be a collaborator 
without being a traitor.” ‘The natural result was 
that many Filipinos refused to believe Roxas 
was a traitor. Many others, whose own con- 
sciences were not clear on the collaboration is- 
sue, rallied to Roxas. 

There was so little difference in the platforms 
of the two contestants that the victory of either 
one could not make much difference, except in 
one respect. Rebellious peasants, such as those 
leftist guerrillas, the Hukbalahaps, supported the 
conservative Osmena only out of deep hatred of 
Roxas and his collaborationist crowd. Roxas has 
publicly threatened to use the Philippine Army 
to suppress these armed resistance groups. If 
he discards discretion to do that, the Philippine 
Republic may hoist its flag in a very real storm. 
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Back to the Cave 


It has been thousands of years since man 
emerged from caves and built his habitations 
on the fair face of the earth, but now, it Ap- 
pears,’ he is headed back to the cave. At least, 
the Army and Navy are planning a vast network 
of underground military and industrial installa- 
tions for use in the event of World War III. They 
are making a survey of such famous places as 
Mammoth Cave, Ky., Carlsbad Caverns, N, M., 
and Wind Cave, S. D. 

This should bring a smile to Pithecanthropus 
Erectus, the Piltdown Man and other illustrious 
forebears of modern man. It should amuse the 
subject peoples of Asia and Africa who have 
been told by the white man that they are unfit 
to govern themselves—the same masterful white 
man who has so brilliantly fashioned his des- 
tiny as to compel him now to contemplate re- 
turning like a mole to the earth. 

Perhaps humanity’s emblem for the future 
will be two crossed stalactites and a worm 
couchant,

Discipline vs. Democracy in the Army 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Armed forces can be made more democratic without impairing 
their discipline or efficiency, editorial says; Gen. Holdridge has 
given expert support to this view; rank and respect are necessary, 
but do not depend upon recognition of social superiority of officers.

It is commonly argued that an armed 
force cannot be democratic because disci- 
pline is its essence and authority its in- 
evitable mode of operation. But the ques- 
tion is really whether American armed 
forces cannot be made more democratic 
than they are without impairment of their 
efficiency, 

A great many enlisted men believe that 
this can, and should, be done. They are 
now joined by Brig. Gen. H. C. Holdridge, 
a West Pointer and father of a West 
Pointer, testifying before the House Mili- 
try Affairs Committee. This is expert tes- 
timony, based upon experience, and de- 
serves attention. 


The most sober and forceful expression 


- of their point of view that we have seen is 


an editorial in the Army newspaper Yank. 
The editorial sets forth a number of spe- 
cific suggestions for the Army—which 
would apply equally to the Navy-¢-designed 
to make the service at once more attrac- 
tive to enlisted men and more effective as 
an instrument of defense. 


First, on promotions, Yank argues that 
we should have “mote promotions from the 
ranks ... no dividing line between com- 
missioned and noncommissioned—just a 
promotion ladder going straight on up 
from private to General ... all promotions 
--both noncommissioned and commissioned 
—on a basis of competitive examination 
without overdue attention to seniority.” 


Incentive for Good Soldiers 


We do not see how the opportunity for 
advancement afforded by such a system 
could fail to enhance the incentive of en- 
listed men to be good soldiers. The com- 
missioning of enlisted men through officer 
candidate schools was strikingly succesbful 
during the war. These schools should be- 
come, we believe, save for a few special 
technical posts, the exclusive avenue to a 
commission and even to an appointment to 
West Point. | 

“Let’s all do something,” Yank urges, 
“about keeping distinctions of rank in 
their proper place. Rank, and the respect 
due to it, are necessary for the organiza- 


tion of the Army. There must be men to 
give orders and other men to obey them, 
but there is no need to differentiate be- 
tween officers and men off post or off 
duty.” 

We doubt that such an abolition of the 
caste system traditional with the Army 
(and the Navy) would diminish essential 
discipline. On the contrary, the reform 
seems to us essential if military service is 
not to be hated by: every self-respecting 
American drafted into it, and if the enlist- 
ed men themselves are not to be scorned by 
civilians enjoying the freedoms of Ameri- 
can citizenship. 


“Many a Bore With Stars” 


The case is stated in these compelling 
terms by Yank: 

“There should be no social difference be- 
cause of rank, because there are no social 
differences in the human beings involved— 
except as individuals. You'll find many a 
bore, and even a boor or three, with stars 
on his collar, and there are some charming 
and amusing people with only one stripe 
or less on their sleeves, 


“There is no reason why the Captain can’t 
come to the movie early enough to get a 
good seat, and no reason why a GI can’t 
cut in for a dance with the prettiest girl 
in town—she being willing, of course, 


“The most depressing spectacle of this 
war, and the most disgusting for some sol- 
diers who had a slight pride in the fact 
that they were said to belong to a ‘demo- 
oreo, Army, was the sign ‘Off Limits to 

“The idea that the technical artificiality 
of rank, a label useful only to clarify the 
chain of command, could entitle one man 
to eat in a good hotel and banish another 
to a fly-specked zinc counter has no part 
in any Army that represents the United 
States.” 

Gen. Holdridge says the same thing and 
adds what we think is sound—a suggestion 
that any program designed to infuse a de- 
gree of democracy into the Army must 
start at West Point, 


What Inflation Could Mean

Polyannas are busy explaining that in- 
flation might not be so bad, after all. Look 
what happened to strawberries, we are 
told. Of course their price shot up when 
they were decontrolled, but people refused 
to buy, the berries rotted on the shelves 
and prices came down. 

Waste and spoilage of food amid world 
starvation may not appeal to some as a de- 
sirable alternative to price control. In any 
case, there is no paralle] between decon- 
trolling one easily replaceable item and 
hiking prices of many essential goods to- 
gether, as the House price control bill-con- 
templates. Among the consequences which 
we can reasonably expect are these: 

An increased impact of the sales tax, al- 
ready a grievous burden on low incomes, 
which will rise with prices; a rash of de- 
mands for wage increases, with strikes en- 
suing @ consumer scramble for goods, ag- 
gravated by inventory hoarding, both in- 


fluences redoubling upward pressure on 
prices; increased costs of local and state 
government, leading inevitably to higher 
taxes; pressure for higher streetcar and bus 
fares, accompanied by a slowdown in the 
improvement of service; further rises in 
the cost of house-building which may knock 
out low-cost homes for veterans altogether; 
mounting educational] costs which will sure- 
ly force many students to quit school; de- 
pleted values of veterans’ GI “rights,” in- 
cluding their mustering-out pay, education- 
al grants and business Joans; declining real 
values of everybody’s war bonds. 

Such are some of the foreseeable effects 
of a general break in the price line. They 
are not pretty. They would not be confined 
to any one sector or economic group, but 
would spread in ever-widening circles 
throughout our national life. If they are 
to be avoided, the Senate must rewrite the 
House price control bill.

Recently the ae 
of the Spanish dictator have held the field 
with the publication of books such as that 
by our ex-Ambassador, Carlton Hayes. The 
fact that Hayes had lived in Spain during 
the war gave him a prestige which many 
of the opposition lacked. Plenn, as Amer- 
ican Chief of Propaganda Analysis in Spain 
during the war, also saw Franco’s Spain 
at first hand. His picture is a bit differ- 
ent from that presented by Hayes, 

Much of Plenn’s material is already 
known to us. Throughout the war, Franco 
supported the Axis with supplies and in- 
formation, and the Spanish were inculcated 
with the ideas of dictatorship. This dicta- 
torship remains in Spain despite Franco's 
prating of democracy. The author also

Who supports such a government? 
Franco's most faithful adherents came from 
the rural areas, because it is here that the 
great landlords and the church have most 
at stake. But another ingredient must be 
added. Many Spanish industrialists joined 
Franco because labor organizations were 
gaining power and making their demands 
felt. With these supporters, and his own 
ruffians, Franco has seen to it that lib 
erals and other groups aye persecuted.

--This, then, is the regime Ambassador 
Hayes, on orders from Washington, had te 
appease. But appeasement and being favor- 
able to a dictator are two different matters, 
as Plenn points out, For example, our Am- 
bassador had OWI reports to Washington 
censored; he had Spanish translations of 
speeches by Churchill and others burned 
because they spoke against dictatorship. 

Plenn shows a real understanding of 
Franco’s Spain, He seems to feel, but nev- 
er clearly hits the point, that localism in 
Spain has existad for centuries. Many over- 
bearing rulers have tried: to harness this 
individualistic localism, but have never suc- 
ceeded. So the famed Spanish philosopher 
Unamuno said of Franco: “Ye will conquer 

ut not convince.” 

As to the future of Spain, Plenn has great 
hopes for the National Union, formed in 
France in 1939. Possibly it will overthrow 
Franco because the movement is now gain- 
ing considerable strength within Spain.

A Guide to Music Appreciation 
“Listening to Musie Creatively,” by Edwin J. String- 

ham, (Prentice-Hall, New York.) 

In so far as it is possible to learn to ap- 
preciate music primarily by reading about 
it, this is an excellent work. It would be 
especially useful for appreciation courses 
on a college level, where recordings of the 
music discussed might be available. 

One particular advantage of the book is 
its correlation of the development of the 
arts. Dr. Stringham does not leave music 
isolated from history, but traces its rela- 
tion to other arts, particularly painting and 
literature. For example, he shows the sim- 
ilar origins of impressionism in music and 
painting, of imagism and symbolism in 
poetry, and he uses masterpieces by Monet 
and Whistler as illustrations. 

Combining talents as composer and pro- 
fessor of music at Queens College, New 
York, Dr. Stringham adopts a logical ap- 
proach to appreciative listening. He begins 
with the common experience of the dance, 
and works through ceremonial musie to 
folk songs and art ‘ ‘ngs, thence into the 
forms,of modern music. This is a compre- 
hensive work, yet the author maintaing an 
enthusiastic style throughout. 
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Revolution by Plebiscite

HE new*draft constitution of the Fourth French Republic, to 
be submitted to popular referendum by the French voters on 
May 5, is the most revolutionary document ever drawn. It offers 


to the people of France—if they so choose—a combination unique in 


the world, 
Great Britain or Switzerland, 
beyond the Soviet Union. 


For instance: 


The draft constitution echoes the 
American Declaration of Inde- 
pendence in its insistence that 
human beings as such possess “in- 


alienable and sacred rights.” 
Among these are listed: 


Freedom to do anything that 
does not infringe on the rights of 
others; secrecy of correspondence 
(no censorship except in time of 


national crisis declared by law); a 
form of habeas corpus (new to 
France); 

Protection against police brutal- 
ity or third degree; 

No retroactive laws; 

Access to justice regardless of 
means; 


Civil and Economic Rights. 


Freedom of belief and of con- 
science and the separation of 
church from state; 

Freedom of speech, writing, 
printing and publishing—freedom 
of petition; the right of public 
parade and of assembly; 

Freedom of association, equal 
access to public functions, trades 
and professions; equality of 
“moral and material station”; 

The duty to resist by all possible 
means any violation of constitu- 
tional freedom and right by the 
Government. 

On the security side, the Gov- 
ernment guarantees every French 
person protection of health; 

Adequate family conditions, pro- 
tection of mothers and of women 
workers; public education regard- 
less of means; 

The right to a job; 

Decent working conditions, no 
abuse of adolescents, remunera- 
tion adequate “for worthy living,” 
rest and leisure; 

The right to join a union (or 
not to join); to collective bargafn- 


ing and to a share in manage-| 


ment: the right to strike; 
work; 
Jefferson and Lenin. 


The right to own property in so 
far as this is not exercised con- 
trary to the “social good” or to 
the detriment of other people; 

Progressive and proportional 
taxes; 

The nationalization of property 
or enterprises whose “exploitation 
has acquired characteristics of 
‘ public service or of monopoly”; 

The promise of no economic, so- 
cial or political discrimination be- 
cause of sex, age, color, national- 
ity, religion, opinions or racial or 
other origins.

A Unicameral Plan. 


The new constitution provides 
for rule by a single chamber, di- 
rectly elected, responsible only to 
the voters, with power to elect and 
disown the Prime Minister, to 
approve his Cabinet, to elect a fig- 
urehead President of the Republic 
and to do anything else it likes 
within the limits of the document. 
No sign of checks and balances. 
In short, direet naked democracy. 


Democracy is admittedly the 
least objectionable form of gov- 
ernment. Its ability to function 
may, however, be dependent upon 
the presence of common basic con- 
victions. Issues should arise only 
on relatively unimportant matters 
where compromise is possible. 


But what happens where a 
people is—as the contemporary 
French seem to be—divided into 
three almost equal groups pre- 
cisely on fundamental affairs? 

It is, for instance, unthinkable 
that the Communist faction can 
really favor the unequivocal sup- 
port of individual freedom. It is 
sure that the French bourgeois 
and many peasants will be reluc- 
tant to cough up the amount of 
taxes necessary to provide full 
economic security for all.

to appraise programs and activi- 
ties of the Government... and to 
formulate and recommend nation- 
al economic policy to promote em- 
ployment, production and purchas- 
ing power under free competitive 
enterprise.” 


A Powerful Weapon.

work.” 

The council of economic advisers 
would help the President prepare 
this report. And he is empowered 
to send supplementary reports to 
Congress if important changes in 
economic trends occur. 


Henderson’s Prediction. 


Such a report, prepared with 
careful documentation, would have 
the prestige of the presidency be- 
hind it. Congress might not like 
the recommendations. But it 
would be hard to ignore them 
since, if the President's predictions 
were proved right and wholesale 
unemployment should follow with- 
out any action by Congress to 
avert it, Congress would be on the 
spot.

Was on _ Expedition With. 


Peary When Latter Made 
First Trip to North Pole. 


NEW YORK, April 29 (AP)— 
Robert Abram (Capt. Bob) Bart- 
lett, explorer who was a colleague 
of Adm. Robert E. Peary in his 
1909 discovery of the North Pole 
and who “commuted” to the Arc- 
tic for 40 years, died here yester- 
day. He was 70 years old and 
had been under treatment for an 
acute kidney and heart condition. 

Bartlett never reached the pole 
himself—although he took Peary 
within dogsled distance of it. He 
first achieved fame as skipper of 
the vessel on which Peary sailed 
for his trip to the pole. The dash 
to the pole was made with the aid 
of a series of supporting parties, 
the last of which was commanded 
by Bartlett. 

In the winter Of 1913-14, Bartlett 
was the central figure in an Arc- 
tic disaster which came close to 
‘cutting short his career when he 
went with the explorer Vilhjalmur 
Stefansson through the Bering 
straits, Bartlett's ship was

GEORGE 0. R. WAGONER 
FUNERAL WEDNESDAY 


Headed Undertaking Firm 
and Sat in Congress for 
One Day. 


George C. R. Wagoner, who sat 
in Congress one day as member 
from the Twelfth District, and 
who, as head of an undertaking 


firm, conducted the funerals of 
many prominent St. Louisans, will 
be buried Wednesday afternoon 
from the family mortuary at 4161 
Lindell boulevard. Ascalon Com- 
mandery, Knights Templar, will 
conduct the service, followed by 
private burial. Mr. Wagoner, 82 
vears old, died of infirmities of age 
Saturday night in his apartment 
at the Lindell boulevard address. 

At the turn of the century, he 
was active in Republican politics, 
and was president of the Mer- 
chants’ League Club. The club’s 
building, on the site now occupied 
by a large wholesale firm at EKigh- 
teenth and Olive streets, was head- 
quarters for the City Hall forces 
in the days of Republican rule 
under Mayor Henry Ziegenhein 
(1897-1901). 

In the November, 1900, election, 
James J. Butler, Twelfth District 
Democratic nominee, was elected 
on the face of the returns over 
William M. Horton, Republican. 
Butler, son of “Col.” Ed Butler, 
blacksmith Democratic boss, was 
a lawyer, and was proprietor of 
the Standard Theater, burlesque 
house at Seventh and Walnut 
streets. 

The Republicans contested the 
election, and brought testimony 
of fraud which caused the House 
to unseat Butler and to declare 
that no one had been elected. A 
special election was held to fill 
the vacancy, and Mr. Wagoner 
was the Republican nominee. 
Again Butler won on the face of 
the returns, and again a contest 
was filed. The contest was pro- 
longed until the day before the 
end of the session, when Butler 
was unseated and the contestant 
was seated for the final day. Both 
men drew pay for the full term. 

The Wagoner undertaking firm, 
founded by Mr. Wagoner’s father, 
Henry H. Wagoner, was located 
until two years ago at 3621 Olive 
street. Among the prominent per- 
sons whose funerals George Wagon- 
er conducted were former Gover- 
nor and Ambassador David R. 
Francis, Adolphus Busch, August 
A. Busch and former Gov. Herbert 
S. Hadley, chancellor of Washing- 
ton Universjty. 

His nearest surviving relative is 
a nephew, Stanley Blewett Wag- 
oner. Mrs. George C. R. Wagoner 
obtained a divorce in 1929, after 
prolonged litigation. 


57 SPECIES OF BIRDS 
FOUND BY CLUB IN 
FOREST PARK WALK 


Double - Crested Cormorant 
Among Fine Varieties Not 
Usually Seen. 


Early-rising St, Louis amateur 
ornithologists who, like the birds, 
were undeterred by yesterday 
morning’s heavy rain, found 57 
different species of birds in Forest 
Park on the first bird walk of the 
season sponsored by the St. Louis 
Bird Club. 

Five varieties not. usually found 
in city parks were reported. A 
double-crested cormorant was rest- 
ing on the lagoon in front of the 
Art Museum. It is the bird the 
Chinese use for fishing by tying 
a string round its neck to pre- 
vent it from swallowing the fish 
it catches. 

Other uncommon birds seen in- 
cluded a great blue heron; a Lou- 
isiana water thrush, a type of 
warbler usually found only along 
quiet wooded streams; a solitary 
sandpiper, the only’ species of 
sandpiper which is not gregarious; 
and a yellow-breasted chat. 

Next Sunday’s bird walk, which 
starts at 7:30 a.m, at Jefferson 
Memorial, will be part of the 
club’s annual spring census. Oh- 
servers stationed at various 
points within a 50-mile radius of 
St. Louis will count the number of 
varieties of birds in this area 
next Sunday, the peak of the 
spring migration.

N.L. Champions Outslug 
Redbirds; Dyer’s Men | 


Play Giants Tomorrow

Winning nine and losing four since the season opened, leaves little 
to be desired by the Cardinals, especially when you consider that all of 
the play so far has been against western clubs, two of which, in addi-| 
tion to the Redbirds, are considered first division outfits. 


And yet, as they get ready today 
for the first invasion from the 
east, the Redbirds and their fol- 
lowers are stopping to think that 
talk of a runaway race is slightly 
premature. And further that the 
team could stand a prop here and 
there, perhaps. 

The other seven clubs in the Na- 
tional League, their managers pre- 
dicting that the Cardinals will win 
the pennant, nevertheless have 
shown no disposition to roll over 
and play dead and tight competi- 
tion may be expected the rest of 
this week as the New York Giants 
eall for three games beginning to- 
morrow, followed by Brooklyn for 
two and Boston for two Sunday. 

True, the standing of the teams 
means little at this early stage of 
the race and the fact that the 
Redbirds are only one game be- 
hind the league-leading Dodgers is 
of small importance, but that the 
Chicayo Cubs were able to rise up 
yesterday and hand the Cardinals 
two defeats, shows how the other 
teams work against the ravorites. 

$1,699 Pay to See Games. 

The double defeat came in the 
first doubleheader of the season 
for the Redbirds and enabled the 
Cubs to pick up right where they 
left off last year when their abil- 
ity to sweep 20 doubleheaders out 
of 34 was a major factor in their 
pennant victory. 

Also the largest crowd to see a 
Cardinal performance here, ex- 
cept in a World Series, in sev- 
eral years attended with 31,699 
paying their way in. This, with 
1610 military guests. brought the 
total to 33,309. a fieure which in- 
dicates what may be expected as 
the race waxes keen and such 
bitter rivals as the Dodgers call. 

In their last 27 meetings, the 
Cardinals have defeated the Cubs 
19 times and Manager Charley 
Grimm and his players were any- 
thing but elated as they viewed 
the prospect of two games with 
the Redbirds, especially as Howie 
Pollet warmed up for the first 


game. C 
But Pollet was not at his best 


and retired after the fifth inning 
during which the Cubs scored four 
runs on five hits, a walk and two 
errors to take the lead, 41. 

Lou Klein blasted his first home 
run of the season into the seats 
in the Redbirds’ half, while hits 
by Schoendienst, Musial and 
Sluughter produced two more 
runs to tie the count. 

But in the sixth, with Red Bar- 
rett pitching, two singles and a 
double gave the Cubs two more 
runs, while the Cardinals took the 
lead in the seventh with three 
runs on five successive safeties 
by Slaughter, Walker, Sisler, 
Kurowski and Rice.

WEST BADEN, Ind., April 29 
(AP)—Joe Louis’s 54-day rest pe- 
riod is ended, 


The world’s heavyweight cham- 
pion, with his fuzzy beard and 
mustachio shaved off, breaks 
camp today to settle down to 
serious training for his title bout 
with Billy Conn in New York’s 
Yankee Stadium June 19. 

Louis, with his entourage, will 
move into his new camp at 
Pompton Lakes, N. J., no later 
than Saturday. The spot is ready 
for him. A new outdoor ring has 
been constructed for his immedi- 
ate use. He intends to go into 
hard training at once. 

The title holder came to this 
quiet village spa March 7 merely 
to relax so he could get into the 
proper mental attitude for the 
drudgery of hard gymnasium 
work and boxing after a four- 
year layoff. 

Louis’s last battle was in New 
York March 27, 1942, when he 
blotted out Abe Simon. Then fol- 
lowed his military service. 

Louis devoted most of his time 
here to playing daily rounds of 
golf and taking long early morning 
hikes over the wooded hills to 
strengthen his legs and endur- 
ance. He melted off only six 
pounds to 216, but figures to get 
down to 205 for Conn. 

The champion, now 32, admitted 
that he probably has slowed up 
afoot a trifle, but not enough to 
lose his heavyweight title to the 
Pittsburgher. He called attention 
that Conn relies principally on 
speed and that his long ring lay- 
off is bound to slow up his fleet- 
ness, too. 

Louis leaves for his final phase 
of training confident of victory. 

“If I can knockout Conn with 
a punch, I intend to do so,” Louis 
commented. “It may take me a 
number of rounds before I can 
nail him, but somewhere along 
the route, I'll connect. 

“This loose talk that I'll have 
to win by-.a knockout early is a 
lot of baloney. I’m in good shape. 
If I had to I could step 15 rounds 
today. 

“T’ll have to be at my best to 
beat Conn. He’s game and clever 
as. they come.” 

Louis reasons that he will get 
Conn into a position for effective 
punching and he’s positive his 
fists possess all their pre-war 
dynamite.

OF FRENCH RIGHTISTS, DIES 


PARIS, April 29 (AP)—Col. 
Francois de la Rocque, founder of 
the once-powerful “Cross of Fire” 
political party, died in a Paris hos- 
pital Sunday after a major opera- 
tion. He was 53 years old. 

La Rocque, an aristocratic re- 
tired sbdidier, formed the Cross of 
Fire as a rightist, nationalistic 
movement, and vas frequently 
mentioned in the 1930s as a fu- 
ture “dictator” of France. In 
1934, the party forced former Pre- 
mier Edouard Daladier out of 
power by rioting. 

La Rocque was arrested by the 
Germans in 1941, but later re- 
leased. He was again taken into 
custody in 1943, this time accused 
of espionage, and. removed to an 
internment camp in Germany 
from which he was liberated last

Zhukov shrugged his shoulders in 
an attitude of disdain. I heard 
the interpreter relaying Zhukov’s 
remark to General Ike. It was to 
the effect that “he had destroyed 
the Sixth Japanese Army in 10 
days,” apparently referring to the 
Japanese attack on the Mongolian 
republic in May, 1939. He didn’t 
think the Japs would be tough 
for the Red Army and, from his 
attitude, indicated a desire to get 
at them. 

After the presentation and pri- 
vate conference, the party walked 
to the veranda of the nearby large 
and handsomely equipped recrea- 
tion center and mess hall, with its 
several dining rooms, for a lunch- 
eon. On the veranda we watched 
1700 American and British fight- 
ers and medium and heavy bomb- 
ers roar over Frankfurt in a fly- 
ing welcome, As the planes passed 
over, General Ike described the 
types to Zhukov, 

There were numerous toasts and 
glasses were raised to various 
aspects of the Allied victory. 

Toast of Zhukov. 

“I want to raise a glass to Gen- 
eral of the Army Eisenhower, due 
to whose abilities and talents the 
Allied armies attained their great 
and brilliant successes. I, as a 
military man, as a soldier, 
watched with amazement the 
brilliant successes of General Lis- 
enhower. They were brilliantly 
planned, thought out, and most of 
all, brilliantly carried out. 

“We watched massed uses of 
aviation, use of massed artillery 
and tanks, and we watched naval 
operations on a large scale—the 
infantry—and all this had to be 
united by one man, organized on 
the front lines and organized in 
depth as well—the blows of the 
enemy were pretty deep—one had 


‘|to anticipate everything, calcu- 


late well, and guarantee every- 
thing in the operations which 
were carried out; the genius and 
talent of the American General, 
son of the American people, 
showed itself. 

“Our Soviet officers and gener- 
als are watching and studying all 
the operations that General Eisen- 
hower has conducted. I personal- 
ly, and the forces under my com- 
mand, have the deepest respect 
for General Eisenhower, and I am 
expressing the hope that in the 
future work of the four Allied 
commanders in the Control Coun- 
cil, that we will be just &s uni- 
fied in our future works. 

“If we had good co-operation in 
time of war, I am sure that the 
same co-operation that was shown 
before will show itself in peace. 
I raise my glass to General Eisen- 
hower—to his health, his success, 
and his future work.” 

Eisenhower’s Toast. 

General Eisenhower: 

“I raise my glass primarily to 
speak a word of admiration on 
behalf of the Allied forces for 
Marshal Zhukov, but I am going 
to wander a bit afield before I 
arrive at my final toast. Marshal 
Zhukov has praised me in extrava- 
gant terms, my job and my per- 
formance of my job in this war.

RAIL WRECK ENGINEER 


Asserts He-Set Brakes in Ef- 
fort to Avert Burlington 
Flyer Crash. 


CHICAGO, April 29 (UP)—Wil- 
liam W. Blaine, engineer of the 
Burlington streamliner that 
crashed into the rear of another 


train at Naperville, Ill., last Thurs- 
day and killed 45 persons, said to- 
day through his attorney, Edward 
Streit, that he did “everything in 
my power to stop the train.” He 
said he set both the emergency 
brake for the diesel locomotive 
and the air brake that connects 
with each of the cars. 

Members of the train crew testi- 
fied Saturday at a hearing con- 
ducted by the railroad that they 
did not “feel” an emergency ap- 
plication of the brakes. Blaine, 
against whom a manslaughter 
warrant charging carelessness and 
negligence has been issued, was 
recovering from a skull fracture 
in a hospital and could not attend 
the hearing. 

The Du Page county grand jury 
will begin an investigation of the 
wreck tomorrow.

Fishing on Meramec. 


And Its Tributaries 
By Leonard Hall 


N talking about fishing on the Meramec and 
| its tributaries recently, I failed to mention 
the Huzzah and Courtois creeks over in Craw- 
ford county and Mineral Fork in Washington coun- 
ty. All these have 

offered fine bass 

fishing in the past 

for fishermen who 

like to wade and 

cast or fish with 

live bait. It might 

even be said that 

these small streams 

still offer some fish- 

ing, at points where 

you can get in to 

them back from the 

highways. But be- 

tween accessibility 

by automobile and 

years of erosion 


which have filled | 


the beds of these 
streams with gravel, there seems little hope of 
bringing them back to their original productivity 
except through a long-term conservation pro- 
gram. 


Time was when you could take a flyrod and 
start out in the morning with good assurance of 
taking your limit on any of these creeks when 
they were clear. Today your catch will consist 
mainly of panfish—and only then if you fish a 
long line and a light leader. Even continuous 
stocking with hatchery-raised bass, sunfish and 
goggle-eye cannot do the trick, because the 
carrying capacity of these streams under today’s 
conditions is simply too low. But they still offer 
some fishing and accommodations are available 
at points where Highway 8 crosses the Huzzah 
and Courtois (which, by the way, is pronounced 
Cotaway)—and also up at Davisville on the 
Huzzah which is reached from Highway 19 south 
of Steelville. 


= 


PUSHING ON WESTWARD out Highway 66, 
the next stream one reaches is the Gasconade, 
fed by Big and Little Piney, Roubidoux and 
many smaller creeks. These streams all offer 
some good bass fishing when conditions are right 
and fishermen can obtain accommodations at 
Newberg, Jerome, Arlington, Waynesville and 
Hazelgreen. It is only natural with so many 
towns and resorts within easy reach of the Gas- 
conade and other streams mentioned, that they 
are fished heavily during most of the season. 
Moreover, the location of Fort Wood in this 
area not only cuts down on the available fishing 
water to some extent, but has also increased the 
fishing pressure. 


Northward toward its mouth, the Gasconade 
ean be reached by several other roads including 
US 28 and US 63. Many Gasconade fishermen 
prefer the lower reaches of this stream and it 
is true that the competition here is probably 
not quite as heavy. My own tendency, although 
it doesn’t always mean a bigger catch, is to seek 
out the wilder country up toward the head- 
waters. Here there are almost sure to be fewer 
fishermen, even if there are fewer fish; we 
just happen to be willing to put up with the 
latter condition in order to secure the former. 
Once in a while the fishing in such spots will 
surprise you, but you'll have to carry your own 
canoe and camping gear and count on making 
friends with the local farmers. Also you must 
not be too concerned with the quality of the 
roads, for most of them aren’t highways. In 
times past, however, we've had excellent success 
up near the headwaters of the Roubidoux and 
both Big and Little Piney rivers.

THREE HIGH DAMS are now projected for 
the Gasconade and have been authorized by Con- 
gress, even though funds are not yet available, 
These d&ams will be located at Rich Fountain, 
Arlington and Richland, which means that most 
of the bass water on the Gasconade and some 
on all the tributaries will be impounded. Also, 
some 75,000 acres of good bottom farm land will 
be permanently flooded out. How well these 
dams can be counted upon to serve their alleged 
purposes has not been made clear by their 
proponents. It is well established by past his- 
tory, however, that the Gasconade watershed will 
have lost most of its agricultural and recrea- 
tional value within a very few years if the dams 
go through. Here we will see the same old cycle 
repeated which has already destroyed completely 
the usefulness of more than 2000 other artificial 
reservoirs throughout this country. 


Whether the purpose of the dams be flood 
control or power or both, the water-levels will 
fluctuate widely. Aquatic growth will die out. 
The real game fish will show a one-year increase 
and then start to disappear. Silver bass and 
crappie will take their place for a season or two 
and then they also will become scarce. White 
perch or drum will come next and finally the 
impoundments will offer only such sport as is 
provided by catfish, buffalo, carp and other 
rough fish. Siltation will start to fill the reser- 
voirs and, unless checked by soil, water and 
forest conservation measures not now a part of 
the dam builders’ program, will eventually render 
them useless both for power production and 
flood control. The picture here is not a happy 
one for Missouri’s sportsmen.

THE LAST fishing area of importance on the 
Missouri watershed is the Lake of the Ozarks, 
created some years ago by the building of a 
private power dam, Known as Bagnell, on the 
Osage river. This lake is reached by Highway 
54 out of Jefferson City or by Highway 5 running 
north frem Lebanon. This huge impoundment 
‘covering some 70,000 acres at “high pool” offers 
fair bass fishing in some of the deeper coves 
that run back into its feeder creeks, such as 
Niangua and Grand Glaige. Good jack-salmon 
fishing can also be had aj, times in the waters 
of the Osage below the d&m, But I would say 
that, for reasons which have already been ex- 
plained, Lake of the Ozarks offers not much 
hope of again becoming first-class fishing water 
for our real game species, Silver bass and 
crappie should be able to maintain themselves 
if the “rough fish” are kept under control and 
it cannot be denied that these offer considerable 
sport. There are many resorts in the Lake of 
the Ozarks area where comfortable accommoda- 
tions are available and where boats, motors and 
guides can be obtained. Floats can be made on 
the Niangua above the dead water, while the 
trout fishing enthusiast is fairly convenient to 
Bennet Spring State Park which offers good 
fishing for rainbow trout up until hot weather.

SHORTCAKE is a new and a 
A ccigneen way of serving that 

ovely spring vegetable—aspara- 
gus. It is a way that nutritionists 
and those best versed in correct 
vegetable cookery will not find 
fault with because it does not call 
for any over-cooking of the as- 
paragus. While the shortcake is 
baking and acquiring a golden 
brown crust, and a_ tender 
thoroughly done crumb, the as- 
paragus spears can be put on to 
cook so they will be tender at just 
the right time for the shortcake. 
It is best to assemble the short- 
cake promptly after it has been 
removed from the oven piping hot. 
A white sewing thread is excel- 
lent for separating the cake into 
two layers. Take hold of each end 
of about 15 inches of the thread, 
hold it tight, and draw it through 
the middle of the cake using a 
sawing motion. . 

Lift off the top and proceed to 
put together just like any other 
shortcake. The hard cooked eggs 
can be prepared ahead of time but 
not sliced until the asparagus is 
in position, The cheese sauce can 
also be made ahead of the short- 
cake but keep hot over hot water. 
The cake can he cut in wedges 
just like any other and with a 
generous serving of the sauce, is 
just about as tempting to the eye 
and palate as shortcake could be. 
This is a very nutritious all-round 
luncheon dish, and it can even be 
served for the dinner meal when 
the protein food is sparse, because 
its own protein content is high 
both from the stand-point of 
amount and of quality. So it is 
good to be familiar with such 
dishes with the present scarcity 
of meat. 


Asparagus Shortcake. 

One pound fresh asparagus, one 
cup oiling water, two teaspoons 
salt, two tablespoons butter, three 
tablespoons flour, one and one- 
half cups milk, one-half teaspoon 
prepared mustard, dash Worces- 
tershire sauce, one-fourth pound 
cheese, cut small, freshly baked 
rich shortcake, two hard cooked 
eggs, sliced. 

Trim course ends and scales 
from asparagus, Wash thoroughly. 
Cover with water, add one tea- 
spoon of salt and boil uncovered 
until tender 15 to 20 minutes. 
Meanwhile melt butter in top of 
a double boiler. Blend in the flour 
and add milk gradually, stirring 
constantly. Cook over hot water 
until mixture is smooth and thick, 
Add mustard, Worcestershire 
sauce and cheese and remaining 
salt and continue to cook until 
cheese is melted, Stir occasionally, 

Cut hot shortcake in half mak- 
ing two layers. Arrange asparagus, 
then the egg slices over lower 
layer. Drizzle over with any re- 
maining asparagus cooking liq- 
uid. (There may be about one- 
third cup). Add: remaining short- 
cake layer and pour hot cheese 
sauce over top. All this should 
be done quickly so as to be served 
piping hot. Serve immediately. 
Four large servings.

Breakfast: Stewed apricots, 
rolled oats, buttered toast with 
jelly. 

Luncheon: Asparagus shortcake, 
tomato slices, combination fruit 
salad, Hungarian filled crescents.

Common-Sense Medicine 


ITH the modern concept of 
W rear disease and the im- 

proved treatment and care of 
some of the infectious childhood 
diseases, the prevention of heart 
disease is on the up-grade. Then 
again cardio - vascular syphilis 


' should be on the decline due to 


improved methods of treatment of 
this once-dreaded disease. Heart 
disease in toxic goiter is much 
less prevalent due to a better 
understanding of thig condition, 
Cardiac neurosis and avitaminosis 
(vitamin lack) and the severe 
anemia cases are better controlled 
with modern methods of treat- 
ment. The chief problems re- 
maining are the most important 
causes of heart disease: Rheu- 
matic fever, high blood pressure 
and coronary arterio - sclerosis 
(hardening of the coronary artery 
of the heart), 

New facts are being learned 
about all of these important 
causes and in time improvement 
in their frequency will be noted. 
Congenital defects (at birth) seem 
more of a problem, but the future 
may see some reduction in them. 
Age with its circulatory problems 


will always be with us and in- 
creasingly so as the ills of earlier 
life are reduced in numbers. 

There are certain rules of health 
from infancy to old age that 
should reduce the incidence of 
heart disease if given any kind of 
consideration. Clean living with 
the avoidance of excessive and 
continuous mental and physical 
strain is of paramount importance 
and should go a long way in re- 
ducing heart disease where no sys- 
temic infection is present. Exces- 
sive dissipation with the abuse of 
alcohol: and tobacco and irregular 
hours with too little rest is throw- 
ing caution to the wind. Over- 
eating, lack of daily systematic 
exercise and excess weight are 
factors contributing their share 
toward heart disease. 

The minute ambition and money 
become uppermost in your mind, 
heart disease begins lurking in 
the background. Everyone loves 
to progress and become financially 
secure, but when you do so at the 
expense of your health, “love's 
labor is lost.”

Bamboozle. 


66 AMBOOZLE” is not, as it 
would seem to be,* Amer- 
ican slang. It is more than 

two and a half centuries old and

“Bamboozle” is what is de- 
scribed as “cant,” that is, special 
jargon or slang.

“bamboozle” is a Gypsy word 
meaning “to deceive.” The doc- 
tors don’t get together on the 
diagnosis here, but despite their 
disagreement and doubts, the 
patient keeps on thriving lustily.

Visitors and Would-Be Actors Turned Aside at Movie Studio Gates

HOLLYWOOD, April 29 


RASS hats of movietown are 

not so much worried about 

the state of the union at this 
moment as they are about a sinis- 
ter and ever-increasing threat to 
their production schedules. What 
all studio bosses would like an 
answer to right now is this: 

“How can we keep the record- 
preaking invasion of sightseers 
scheduled to descend this summer 
on Hollywood off our lots without 
being too offensive about it?” 

Yep, it’s the same old enigma— 
only more s0. 

The big ad for Hollywood and 
its studios, presaging the summer 
travel rush of 1946, came from the 
millions of servicemen who paid 
the town visits of varying length 
to and from their task of whip- 
ping the Japs. They wrote and 
told the folks back home about 
the debatable wonders of screen- 
land and they added the persdnal 
plug when they got back home. 
So, can you blame Aunt Stella and 
Uncle Jasper, and even the kids, 
for making their vacation plans 
accordingly? 

In brief, the studios’ dilemma 
is to discourage these visitors— 
but to do it as painlessly as pos- 
sibles We know the man who 
would bear the brunt of a flock 
of these problems in diplomacy, so 
we went out to see him at the 
20th Century-Fox lot. His name is 
Irving 8S. (Gibby) Gibb, who 
guards the electrically operated 
south portal of that studio. 

A wiry little Vermonter of 69, 
Gibby has a statesman’s talent for 
saying “No” pleasantly and on top 
of that a beagle’s nose for scent- 
ing phonies. Skill in the latter 
line is essential, for most visitors 
will resort inevitably to subter- 
fuge. 

Gibby has been with Twentieth 
Century-Fox for 18 years, In that 
time he admits he has heard just 
about everything. However, his 
most interesting experiences, he 
says, have been with aspirants for 
screen fame. Every time his studio 
makes an announcement about 
some big picture in the offing he 
‘oD foretell the effect upon his 
Ob. : 

For instance, after “Forever 
Amber” was bought, he said, 
“Now we're in for it, This is the 
sort of picture that brings the 
nuts from far and wide.” 

It did. Precisely 17 Ambers of 
varying ages, weights, nationalities 
and states of mentality applied 
personally for the job at South 
Gate. 

“I shunted 'em onto casting,” 
grinned Gibby whose wrinkles lean 
decidedly to the laugh side, “so it 
became their headache. One girl 
wouldn't leave until she’d recited 
the balcony scene from ‘Romeo 
and Juliet’ for me, She had quite 
a gallery by the time she finished. 
But that didn’t get her in the 
front door any more than did the 


actor who appeared breathlessly 
with a portable typewriter under 
his arm and his hatbrim pulled 
down to his eyes. 

“Where’s your order for taking 
this machine out?” snapped Gibby. 
“We repair our own on the lot. 
Anyone bringing a typewriter in 
or out of this building must show 
a release order.” That did it: 
The gent admitted he was an 
“actor” in the flesh and if he 
could get to John Stahl, it would 
be a matter only of minutes. It 
was a matter of minutes from then 
on, until he was o-u-t. 
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Gibby’s office is a small glass 
cubicle facing the marble-floored 
entrance way. It’s invariably 
bright with flowers, for Gibby is 
a top favorite with all the gals 
on the lot. He has camellias in 
season and roses or a sprig of 
holly and a bunch of mistletoe 
when the holidays roll around. 


“Full of the moon is the most 
active time,” says Gibby, who al- 
ways keeps a lunar calendar 
handy. “All the screwballs get ac- 
tive then. I once had a crank 
who wanted to show Darryl F. 
Zanuck how he could run the 
studio on a_é sixth-dimensional 
basis. He was literally frothing 
at the mouth, so I stalled him un- 
til help came. We tucked him 
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right back in the foolish house 
from which he’d escaped, that 
very same day. 

“Would-be artists lug miniature 
sets over to show producers—one 
woman had a station wagon full 
of ‘em. Another brought a trained 
horse in a trailer—she said he was 
the ideal ‘Smoky.’ But the author 
with an original idea—so rare he’s 
afraid someone will steal it, so he 
must read it in person either to Mr 
Schenck or Mr. Zanuck—is by far 
the most persistent of the lot. 
I’ve known them to sit around for 
an entire day. They don’t know 
big executives come in another 
gate.” 

Gibby is the man who kept a 
strip-teaser from removing the 
seventh veil right in the lobby of 
South Gate. He admits he was 
in a sweat by the time he per- 
suaded her to call a halt 
“toughest going I ever had. That 
was the time Louise Hovick 
(Gypsy Rose Lee) was working 
here and this dame decided she 
had more to offer than Gypsy 
Rose.

HE most spectacular play that 
can be made at the bridge 
table is the so-called “smother 
play.” Opportunities for its use 
are extremely rare, because all 
the conditions must be . exactly 
right, but when this is the case 
and the declarer’s skill is equal to 
the task, a pyrotechnic display is 
“in the cards.”

The bidding: 
North East South West 
1 diamond 1heart 1spade 2 hearts 
2spades 3clubs3spades 4clubs 
Double Pass 4spades Double 
Pass Pass 

West opened the heart king and, 
after seeing the dummy, followed 
up with the queen and jack of 
hearts. His third lead, of course, 
was intended to shorten dummy’s 
trumps so that his own trump 
king would be “safe” against a 
finesse. On the surface, and in 
at least 99 per cent of all cases, 
a doubly-guarded trump king must 
win if it is under the ace and 
only one other trump. In this 
case, however, declarer proved te 
West that appearances are decep- 
tive. 

The third heart was ruffed with 
the spade eight and declarer ruffed 
a club to return to his own hand. 
Now a low spade was led to the 
nine-spot and declarer discovered 
the dangerous trump position, 
Things looked pretty black, but 
there was still a hope, and dp 
clarer did not surrender. He ruf- 
fed a second club, led a diamond 
to the king, and ruffed a third 
club. He then led a diamond to 
the ace and ruffed dummy’s last 
club... South then exited with his 
third and losing diamond, 

If West had been able to take 
this trick, he could have returned 
a low trump to dummy’s blank 
ace and thereby preserved his own 
king, but this was not to be. East 
had to win the diamond trick, and 
on his forced return of a heart 
(or a club) declarer ruffed with 
the spade jack: What could West 
do?
